PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO EMERGENCY SERVICES AND DISASTER AGENCY ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government as defined in Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, and as such may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, through Section 10 of the Illinois Emergency Management Agency Act (20 1LCS 3305/10), 
the General Assembly has provided that “each county shall maintain an emergency services and disaster 
agency that has jurisdiction over and serves the entire county, except... that in any county over 3,000,000 
containing a municipality with a population over 500,000 the jurisdiction of the county agency shall not 
extend to the municipality when the municipality has established its own agency.” 

WHEREAS, on July 7, 1980, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County adopted the “Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance,” creating the Cook County Emergency Services and Disaster 
Agency, pursuant to the “Illinois Emergency Services and Disaster Act of 1975”; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners desires to update the Emergency Services and Disaster 
Agency Ordinance so that it is in conformity with subsequent changes in law and practice. 

NOW', THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
26 Emergency Management and Services, Article II, Sections 26-31 through Section 26-44, the 
“Emergency Services and Disaster Agency Ordinance”, henceforth known as the “Cook County 
Emergency Management Agency Ordinance”, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE II. EMERGENCY SERVICES - AND - D IS AvS - T - ER - AGENCY 
COOK COUNTY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY 


Sec. 26-31. Establishment. 

(a) There is hereby created the Cook County Em e rg e ncy S e rv i c e s and D i sast e r Ag e ncy ("ESDA") 
Emergency Management Agency (CCEMA) to pr e v e nt, minimiz e , r e pair and all e viat e injury or damag e 
r e sulting from disast e r caus e d by e n e my attack, sabotag e , or oth e r hostil e action, or from natural or man 
mad e disa s t e r coordinate the efforts of the County to develop, plan, analyze, conduct, provide, implement 
and maintain programs for disaster mitigation, preparedness, response and recovery within the County 
and with private organizations, other political subdivisions, the State and federal governments , m 
accordanc e w i th established pursuant to Section 10 of the Illinois Emergency Management Agency 
(IEMA) Act (20 ILCS 3305 /1 e t s e qT O). 

(b) This ESDA CCEMA shall consist of the eCoordinator and such additional members as may 
be selected by the Coordinator. 
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Sec. 26-32. Coordinator. 

(a) The Coordinator of the County ESDA CCEMA shall be appointed by the President of the 
County Board of Commissioners and shall serve until removed by the President ofth e County Board . 

(b) The Coordinator shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, training 
and operation of the ESDA CCEMA . subject to the direction and control of the President of th e County 
Bo ar d - as provid e d by statut e , including the preparation by the CCEMA of an emergency operations plan 
consistent with the National Incident Management System (NIMSL as adopted by Resolution No. 05-R- 
464. 


(c) In th e e v e nt of th e ab se nc e , r es ignation, d e ath or in a b i lity to - s e rv e a s th e coordina to r; th e 
Pr e sid e nt of th e County Board or any p e rson d e signat e d by th e Pr e sid e nt of th e County Board, shall b e 
and act as Coordinatorunt i l a n e w appointm e nt is mad e as provid e d in thi s articl e . The Coordinator shall 
possess all powers and duties set forth for the Coordinator by statute and in this Ordinance, including the 
authority to designate emergency vehicles as provided in the Illinois Vehicle Code. 625 ILCS 5/12-215 . 

(d) In the event of the absence, resignation, death or inability to serve as the Coordinator, the 
President or any person designated by him, shall be and act as Coordinator until a new appointment is 
made as provided in this ordinance. 

Sec. 26-33. Functions. 

(a) The County ESDA CCEMA shall perform such ESDA functions within the County as 
shall be prescribed in and by the IEMA County’s Emergency Operations Plan and the State Emergency 
Operations pP lan and emergency management program prepared by the Gov e rnor Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency (IEMA) . and such orders, rules and regulations as may be promulgated by IEMA 
and the Governor , and in addition ^ 

(b) As used herein, the terms “emergency management agency” and ‘’emergency services 
and disaster agency” are equivalent. The CCEMA shall serve as the mandated emergency management 
agency for all political subdivisions within the County except those areas served by emergency 
management agencies which have been accredited by IEMA. All political subdivisions served by the 
CCEMA shall be responsible for engaging in emergency preparedness and response activities within their 
jurisdictions. Political subdivisions which maintain a non-mandated emergency services and disaster 
agency not accredited by the IEMA may apply to CCEMA for certification, in which case each such 
political subdivision shall biennially submit an emergency operations plan to CCFiMA as provided in 
Title 29 of the Illinois Administrative Code. Part 301, Political Subdivision Emergency and Disaster 
Service Agencies. Each municipality that does not maintain an emergency services and disaster agency 
shall designate a liaison officer to facilitate the cooperation and protection of that municipal corporation 
with CCEMA. in accordance with Section 10 of the IEMA Act (20 ILCS 3305/10). 


(c) The CCEMA shall perform or coordinate the performance of such duties as may be 
required of the County pursuant to any Mutual Aid agreement with any other political subdivision, 
municipality, or quasi-municipality entered into as provided in Section 13 of the Stat e Illinois Emergency 
Management Agency Act (20 ILCS 3305/ 1 e t se n. 13). 
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(d> The Coordinator, in consultation with the Purchasing Agent and utilizinu a competitive 
procurement process when practicable, shall be authorized to enter into and execute contracts For the 
availability of emergency equipment or supplies which may be required in the event of an emergency or 
disaster. Except as approved by the Board, such contracts shall not c ommit the County to make payment 
in excess of $25.000 unless such equipment or supplies are purchased under the emergency purchase 
authority set forth in Section 26-39 of this Ordinance. 


Sec. 26-34. Service as mobile support team. 

(a) All or any members of th e County ESDA organization CCEMA may be designated as 
members of a Mobile Support Team created by the Director of the IEMA as provided by tew Section 8 of 
the Illinois Emergency Management Agency Act (20 ILCS 3305/8) . 

(te)— Th e l e ad e f --e f such Mobi le Support T e am s ha ft b e d esi gna te d by th e Coordinator of t he 
Cou nt y - E S DA - organization. 

(eb) Any member of a Mobile Support Team who is a County employee or officer while serving 
on call to duty by the Governor, or the Stat e Director of IEMA . shall receive the compensation and have 
the powers, duties, rights and immunities incident to such employment or office. Any such member who 
is not a paid officer or employee of the County, while so serving, shall receive from the State reasonable 
compensation as provided by law. 

Sec. 26-35. Agreements with other political subdivisions. 

The Coordinator of ESDA CCEMA may negotiate Mutual Aid Agreements with other political 
subdivisions and taxing districts of the State as well as agreements with non-governmental organizations, 
provided such agreements are consistent with State Emergency Operations Plan and emergency 
management program, but no such agreement shall be effective until it has been approved by the County 
Board. The Coordinator shall be authorized to enter into Memoranda of Understanding setting forth the 
agreed roles of the parties thereto with respect to preparedness and response activities within Cook 
County without further approval by the Board. 

Sec. 26-36. Emergency action. 

(a) If the Governor proclaims that a disaster exists in the event of actual e n e my - attack upon th e 
Un i t e d -S tat e s or th e occurr e nc e- with i n th e -Stet e -of a major di s ast e r r e sulting from e n e my s abotag e or 
oth e r ho s t i l e -a cti on, or from - man -mad e or natural disast e r an emergency created by an occurrence or 
threat of widespread or severe damage, injury or loss of life or property resulting from any natural or 
technological cause, including but not limited to fire, flood, earthquake, wind, storm, hazardous materials 
spill or other water contamination reciuiring emergency action to avert danger or damage, epidemic, air 
contamination, blight, extended periods of severe and inclement weather, drought, infestation, critical 
shortages of essential fuels and energy, explosion, riot, hostile military or paramilitary action, public 
health emergencies, or acts of domestic terrorism, and such disaster affects the County, it shall be the duty 
of the County ESDA CCEMA to activate its Emergency Operations Plan and to cooperate fully with the 
IEMA and with the Governor in the exercise of emergency powers as provided by law. 
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lb) If the President declares a local disaster exists in the event of an emergency as set forth in 
subsection (a), it shall be the duty of CCEMA to activate its Emergency Operations Plan and to cooperate 
fully with the President in the exercise of emergency powers as provided by law. The declaration of a 
local disaster shall not be continued or renewed for a period in excess of 7 days, without consent of the 
Board. 


Sec. 26-37. Compensation. 

Members of the ESDA CCEMA who are paid employees or officers of the County, if called for 
training by the State d Director of IEMA, shall receive for the time spent in such training the same rate of 
pay as is attached to the position held; members who are not such County employees or officers shall 
receive for such training time such compensation as may be established by the County Board. 

Sec. 26-38. Purchase s and e xpend i ture s Reimbursement by state; funds received from federal 
government and private donation . 

fa ) — Th e Pr e sid e nt may, on r e comm e ndation of th e County Coordinator of - ESDA,-a u thoriz e any 
purcha se of contrac t s n e c e ssary to-plac e th e County in a position to combat e ff e ctiv e ly any disast e r 
r e sulting from th e e xplosion of any nucl e ar or oth e r bomb or missil e , an 4-t o - prot e ct th e publ i c h e a l th and 
s af e ty, prot e ct prop e rty, and provid e e m e rg e ncy assi s tanc e to victims in th e cas e of such disast e r, or from 
manmad e or natural disa s t e r. 

fb) — In th e e v e nt of e n e my caus e d or oth e r disast e r, th e- County Coordinator of ESDA is 
authoriz e d,-eft - b e half of th e Cou n ty to procur e such s e rvic e s, suppli e s, e qu i pm e nt or mat e rial -as may b e 
n e c e s s ary-for such purpos es , in vi e w of th e e xig e ncy without r e gard to - the s tatutory - proc e dur e s or 
formaliti es-ft o r ma l ly pr e scrib e d by -l aw p e rtaining to County contracts or obligations, as authoriz e d by th e 
Illinois Em e rg e ncy Manag e m e nt Ag e ncy Act (20 1LCS 3305/1 e t s e q.), provid e d that if th e County Board 
m ee ts at such l i m e th e Coordinator sha l l act subj e ct to th e dir e ctions and r e strictions impos e d by that 
body. 


The County Treasurer shall establish a CCEMA fund within the general corporate fund for 
emergency and disaster services purposes and shall make such funds available to the Coordinator for use 
in accordance with the proper purposes of the CCEMA as established in this Ordinance. The County 
Treasurer shall receive and allocate to the CCEMA fund: 


(a) Any reimbursement by the State or Federal governments to the County for 
expenses incident to training members of the CCEMA as prescribed by the 
Director of IEMA: 

(b) Compensation for services and expenses of members of a Mobile Support Team which 
service is outside the County in response to a call by the Governor or Director of IEMA. 
as provided by law; 

(c) Any other reimbursement made by the State or Federal government or private donations 
for sponsoring and reimbursing the CCEMA emergency management activities and costs. 

Sec. 26-39. O a th Emergency Powers of President and Coordinator . 

Ev e ry p e rson appoint e d to s e rv e in any capacity in th e County ESDA organization s hall, b e for e 
e nt e ring upon his duti e s, subscrib e to th e following oath, - wh i ch - shall b e fil e d - with the Coordinator: 
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"I, do sol e mnly sw e ar (or affirm) that 1 will support and d e f e nd and b e ar tru e faith and a l le g i a n c e 
to th e Constitution of th e Unit e d Stat e s and th e Constitution of th e Stat e of Illinois, and th e -t e rritory - , 
In s titution s , and faciliti es th e r e of both public and pr i vat e ,-against al l e n e mi e s, for e ign and dom e stic; that 

I tak e this obligation fr ee ly, without any m e ntal r e s e rv a t - ion - or-purpos e of e vasion; and that I will - w e lfamd 

faithfully discharg e th e duti e s upo n- wbi e h - l- an t-about - to e nt e r. And I do furth e r sw e ar (or affirm) that I do 
not advocate, nor ant - 1 nor hav e I b ee n a m e mb e r of any political party or organization that advoca tes- th e 
ov e rthrow of th e gov e rnm e nt of th e Unit e d Stat e s or of this Stat e by forc e or viol e nc e ; and that during 
such tim e as I am affiliat e d with th e County of Cook ESDA organization, I will not advocat e nor b e com e 
a m e mb e r of any political party or organization that advocat es th e ov e rthrow of th e gov e rn m e n t-ef- th e 
Unit e d Stat e s or of this Stat e by - forc e- or - w i e le nc e ." 

(a) In the event of the occurrence of a disaster as set forth in Section 26-36 of this ordinance, and 
upon proclamation by the Governor that a disaster exists or proclamation by the President that a local 
disaster exists, the President may exercise the following emergency powers during such disaster: 

(1) To utilize all available resources of the County, including facilities, equipment 
and personnel, as reasonably necessary to cope with the disaster, and to transfer 
the direction, personnel or functions of County departments and agencies for the 
purpose of performing or facilitating disaster response and recovery programs. 

(2) To suspend some or all of the provisions of any regulatory ordinance or the 
orders, rules and regulations of any County agency, and to suspend the 
enforcement thereof, if strict compliance with the provisions of any ordinance, 
order, rule or regulation would in any wav prevent, hinder or delay necessary 
action, including emergency purchases, by CCEMA, in coping with the disaster. 

(3) To enter into contracts and incur obligations, on recommendation of the 
Coordinator, necessary to place the County in a position to respond and recover 
from a disaster. 


Ib) In the event of declared disaster, the Coordinator of CCEMA is authorized on behalf of the 
County to procure such services, supplies, eciuipment or material as may be necessary for such purposes, 
in view of the exigency without regard to the statutory procedures or formalities normally prescribed by 
law and County ordinance pertaining to County contracts, obligations, the employment of temporary 
workers, and the appropriation, expenditure, and disposition of public funds and property, as provided in 
Section 10(i) of the Illinois Emergency Management Agency Act (20 ILCS 3305/10(1)). 

Sec. 26-40. Office Oath. 

Th e Pr e sid e nt of th e County Board is authoriz e d to d e signat e spac e in a County building, or 
else w - h erer-as-ma y-b e- pf e vk le d - fo t 1 by th e P r-esident-o f -t h e-Go u nt y Bo ard for th e County ESDA as its 
offic e . 


Every person appointed to serve in any capacity in the CCEMA organization shall, before 
entering upon his duties, subscribe to the following oath, which shall be filed with the Coordinator: 
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"I. do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support and defend and bear true faith and allegiance 
to the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of the State of Illinois, and the territory, 
institutions, and facilities thereof, both public and private, against all enemies, foreign and domestic; 
that 1 take this obligation freely, without any mental reservation or purpose of evasion; and that I will 
well and faithfully discharge the duties upon which I am about to enter. And I do further swear (or 
affirm) that I do not advocate, nor am I nor have I been a member of any political party or 
organization that advocates the overthrow of the government of the United States or of this State by 
force or violence; and that during such time as I am affiliated with the Cook County Emergency 
Management Agency, I will not advocate nor become a member of any political party or organization 
that advocates the overthrow of the government of the United States or of this State by force or 
violence." 


Sec. 26-41, Designation of Space. 

The President is authorized to designate space in a County building, or elsewhere, as may be 
provided for by the Board for CCEMA for the performance of its operations and for the performance of 
emergency preparedness and response activities. 

Sec, 26-42. Duty to Cooperate. 

All Departments and Officers of the County shall cooperate in developing, planning, analyzing, 
conducting, providing, exercising, implementing and maintaining programs for disaster mitigation, 
preparedness, response and recovery as requested by the Coordinator. In the event a disaster is declared 
affecting Cook County, all Departments and Officers of the County shall implement their emergency 
plans as applicable as requested by the Coordinator. Every County Officer, including elected officials, 
shall designate a minimum of three emergency interim successors pursuant to the Emergency Interim 
Executive Succession Act. 5 ILCS 275/1 et seci.. and obtain their oaths in the manner set forth in said Act. 
Such designations and oaths shall be maintained on file by the CCEMA. which shall supply sample forms 
to County officers, as defined in the Emergency Interim Executive Succession Act. 5 ILCS 275/1 et seq.. 
to facilitate such designations. 

Sec. 26-43. Construction. 


This Ordinance shall be broadly construed to enable the President, the Coordinator and the 
CCEMA to perform any task necessary to protect the health and safety of the residents of Cook County. 
This Ordinance is not intended to abrogate or limit any immunity or other protection available by state or 
federal statute or common law to the County, to any municipality or to any person participating in an 
emergency preparedness or response activity. 

Enforcement Date. This amendment shall be in force from the date of passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE DUPLICATE TAX BILL FEE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer, in her capacity as County Collector, desires to clarify the procedures for 
providing copies of Duplicate Tax Bills, as authorized by the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/20-12. 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article II 
Real Property Taxation, Division 1 Generally, Section 74-41 Duplicate tax bill fee of the Cook County 
Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 74-41. Duplicate tax bill fee. 

(a) Definition. In this section: 

(i) mortgage lender means any institution, association, partnership, corporation, or 
person that is engaged in the business of making loans of money, or that regularly 
makes loans of money, or that services loans, including the collections of loans 
directly secured by mortgages, trust deeds in the nature of mortgages or other 
instruments in the nature of mortgages, which constitutes a lien upon property : and 

(ii) duplicate tax bill means a reproduction of the original tax bill as issued by the 
County Collector or its electronic equivalent .

BULK PAYMENT CORRECTION FEE 

WHEREAS, Cook County (the "County") is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such, may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the efficient operation of the County Treasurer’s Office pertains to the County's 
government and affairs; and 
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WHEREAS, the Treasurer in her capacity as County Collector accepts bulk payment of property taxes on 
multiple parcels of property from a single mortgage lender or from the mortgage lender’s agent pursuant 
to the Tax Payment Agent (“TPA”) Program operated by her Office to promote efficiency in the tax 
collection process; and 

WHEREAS, after receiving lump sum payment and the list of properties from the tax payment agent, the 
Treasurer undertakes the duty of crediting which tax payments made pursuant to this single transaction 
applies to the individual parcel of property listed in the computer tape or diskette submitted by the tax 
payment agent; and 

WHEREAS, twice yearly, the Treasurer issues approximately 1.7 million tax bills within Cook County, 
and annually processes approximately 100,000 refund applications; and 

WHEREAS, due to inaccurate listing of permanent index numbers by the tax payment agent, payment of 
taxes is not accurately reflected upon approximately SiTOOQ 2.000 to 7 - 0:000 4 ,000 properties, which 
requires the Treasurer to make corrections and transfer payments; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer’s resources must be employed to process the high volume of payment 
transfers requested by tax payment agents as a result of errors from the bulk payment process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article II Real Property Taxation, Division I Generally, Section 74-44 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 74-44. Bulk Payment Correction Fee. 

(a) Definition. In this section “tax payment agent” means: 

(1) a mortgage lender as defined in Section 74-41(a), or 

(2) a mortgage lenders’ agent that pays (either directly or through an agent) property 
taxes in bulk on behalf of mortgage lenders or property owners upon no fewer than 
5000 properties per year. 

(b) Fee. The County Collector shall charge and collect from all tax payment agents a fee of 
$50.00 per request for transfer or correction of tax payment per parcel of property identified by a 
permanent index number. 

(c) Tax sale automation fund. The County Collector shall deposit all fees collected under this 
section into the Tax Sale Automation Fund, as established in Section 74-40. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that the Cook County 
Code, Chapter 32 Fees, Section 32-1 is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 32-1. Fee Schedule.

harboring of immigrants, or other crimes that have as an element of the 
crime the illegality of a person’s presence, or (b) as otherwise required 
by law. The Cook County Sheriffs Office shall not make inquiries into 
immigration status for the sole purpose of determining whether an 
individual has violated the civil immigration laws; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required 
by law, no Cook County bureau, office, department, or employee or 
other Cook County agency or agent shall disclose information regarding 
the citizenship or immigrant status of any person unless required to do so 
by law or such disclosure has been authorized in writing by the 
individual to whom such information pertains, or if such individual is a 
minor or is otherwise not legally competent, by such individual’s parent 
or guardian; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of 
Health Services (“CCBH”) shall not condition the provision of health 
benefits, opportunities, or services on matters related to citizenship or 
immigrant status, but may, in the course of determining eligibility for 
benefits or seeking reimbursement from state, federal, or other third party 
payers, inquire about immigrant status for the sole purpose of such a 
determination or receipt of reimbursement from said sources and, to such 
extent as the disclosure of such information is related to such a 
determination or receipt of reimbursement, the provisions of this 
Resolution and any subsequent ordinance do not apply to the CCBH; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required 
by law, where presentation of an Illinois driver’s license or identification 
card is accepted as adequate evidence of identity, presentation of a photo 
identity document issued by the person’s nation of origin, such as a 
driver’s license, passport, or matricula consular (consulate-issued 
document) shall be accepted and shall not subject the person to a higher 
level of scrutiny or different treatment than if the person had provided an 
Illinois driver’s license or identification card except that this provision 
does not apply to the completion of the federally mandated 1-9 forms 
provided, however, that a request for translation of such document to 
English shall not be deemed a violation of any provision of this 
Resolution and any subsequent ordinance; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution does not create or 
form the basis for liability on the part of the County, its agents, or 
agencies. The exclusive remedy for violation of this Resolution shall be 
through the County’s disciplinary procedures for officers and employees 
under regulations including, but not limited to, County personnel rules, 
union contracts, civil service commission rules, or any other agency rules 
and/or regulations. Any person alleging a violation of this Resolution 
shall forward a complaint to the Cook County Office of the Inspector 
General (’‘Inspector General”) who shall process it in accordance with 
the complaint-processing procedures established in the Cook County 
Code (Vol. I, Ch. 2, Art. IV, Div. 5, Sec. 2-285); and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any applications, questionnaires 
and interview forms used in relation to Cook County benefits,

longer required. Such review and revision shall be completed within 
ninety (90) days of the passage of this Resolution.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE INDEPENDENT INSPECTOR GENERAL ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article IV Officers and Employees, Division 5 Inspector General, Section 2-284, of the Cook County 
Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-284. Functions, authority and powers. 

In addition to other powers conferred herein, the OIIG shall have the following functions, authority and 
powers: 


(1) To receive and register complaints and information concerning corruption, fraud, waste, 
mismanagement, unlawful political discrimination and misconduct in the operations of County 
Government; including but not limited to any County contract, grant, lease, license, or application or 
certification of eligibility for the same; except as limited in this section, all County employees, 
departments, bureaus, boards, agencies, agents or independent contractors; except as limited in this 
section, appointed officials and elected officials in the performance of their official duties; contractors and 
subcontractors providing goods and services pursuant to a County contract; and all persons and business 
entities seeking County contracts or certification of eligibility for County contracts. 
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Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained herein, the Office of Independent Inspector General 
shall have no power or authority over any member of the Board of Commissioners or any employee or 
staff person of any member of the Board of Commissioners. If the Office of Independent Inspector 
General receives any complaint alleging misconduct, inefficiency or waste against any member of the 
Board of Commissioners or any employee or staff person of any Board member, the Independent 
Inspector General shall promptly transmit said complaint to the Board of Ethics or such successor 
committee having jurisdiction over said matters. The Board of Ethics or such successor committee shall 
conduct an investigation of each complaint referred to it by the office of inspector general. Nothing in 
this section shall preclude the Independent Inspector General from referring a complaint of information 
concerning a member of the Board of Commissioners or any employee or staff person of any member of 
the Board to the appropriate federal, state or local law enforcement authorities.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY AUTOMATED RED LIGHT TRAFFIC SAFETY SYSTEM 

WHEREAS, Cook County government is mandated by the Illinois Constitution to provide for the 
protection of persons and property; and 

WHEREAS, certain intersections can be dangerous due to various reasons including, but not limited to, 
motorists not respecting traffic lights; and 

WHEREAS, many cities, including Chicago, have successfully installed and used video cameras to assist 
law enforcement agencies in enforcing traffic laws; and 
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WHEREAS, the system would also serve as a passive deterrent, helping ensure the public safety by 
reducing the number of accidents and resulting injuries or deaths. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
82 Traffic and Vehicles, Article IV, Sections 82-101 through 82-104 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE IV. Automated Red Light Traffic Safety System 
Sec. 82-101. Purpose-Establishment of automated red light traffic safety system. 

(a) The purpose of this article is to establish an automated red light violation traffic safety system 
as provided in Section 11-208.6 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-208.6, which shall be administered 
by the Cook County Highway Department, in consultation with the Sheriff of Cook County. 

(b) The system shall utilize a traffic control signal monitoring device which records, through 
photographic means, the vehicle and the vehicle registration plate of a vehicle operated in violation of 
Section 11-305 and 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 11-306. The photographic 
record shall also display the time, date and location of the violation. 

(c) A program shall be established which utilizes an automated red light safety system at various 
vehicle traffic intersections identified by the Highway Department, with the advice of the Sheriff. The 
intersections chosen for the program shall be located throughout the County, upon highways in the 
County’s maintenance jurisdiction. Signs shall be posted at all intersections equipped with traffic control 
signal monitoring devices indicating that the intersection is being monitored by an automated red light 
traffic safety system. 

(d) Recorded images made by an automated red light traffic safety system are confidential and 
shall be made available only to the alleged violator and governmental and law enforcement agencies for 
the purpose of adjudicating a violation of Section 11-208.6 of the Vehicle Code, for statistical purposes, 
or for other governmental purposes, but shall be admissible in any court proceeding concerning the 
violation. 

(e) The Highway Department and the Sheriff shall adopt rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for the proper enforcement and administration of this article. 

Sec. 82-102. Automated red light violation. 

(a) The registered owner of record of a vehicle is liable for a violation of Section 11-208.6 of the 
Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-208.6, and a fine of S100.00 when the vehicle is used in violation of 
Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, and that violation is 
recorded by a traffic control signal monitoring device. If the registered owner fails to pay the fine in a 
timely manner, the registered owner shall be subject to an additional penalty of $100.00. 

(b) A photographic recording of a violation obtained by a traffic control signal monitoring device 
shall be a prima facie evidence of a violation. 

(c) It shall be a defense to a violation of Section 11 -208.6 of the Vehicle Code that:

(1) The operator of the vehicle was issued a uniform traffic citation for a violation of 
Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, or similar 
local ordinance provision; or 

(2) The violation occurred at any time during which the vehicle or its state registration 
plates were reported to a law enforcement agency as having been stolen and the vehicle or its 
plates had not been recovered by the owner at the time of the alleged violation; or 

(3) The vehicle was leased to another, and, within 60 days after the citation was mailed to 
the owner, the owner submitted to the Sheriff the correct name and address of the lessee of the 
vehicle identified in the citation at the time of the violation, together with a copy of the lease 
agreement and any additional information as may be required by the Sheriff. Where the lessor 
complies with the provisions of this section, the lessee of the vehicle at the time of the violation 
shall be deemed to be the owner of the vehicle for purposes of this chapter. The Sheriff, within 30 
days of being notified by the lessor of the name and address of the lessee, shall mail the lessee a 
citation which contains the information required under Section 11-208.6(d) of the Vehicle Code, 
625 ILCS 5/11-208.6. For the purposes of this article, the term "leased vehicle" shall be defined 
as a vehicle in which a motor vehicle dealership or manufacturer has, pursuant to a written 
document, vested exclusive possession, use, control and responsibility of the vehicle to the lessee 
during the periods the vehicle is operated by or for the lessee. 

(d) The provisions of this section do not apply to any authorized emergency vehicle or any 
vehicle lawfully participating in a funeral procession. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit the liability of an operator of a vehicle for 
any violation of Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, or 
similar local ordinance provision. 

Sec. 82-103. Citation notice. 

For each violation of Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, 
recorded by a traffic control signal monitoring device, the Sheriff/Elighway Department shall mail a 
citation, within 30 days after receiving information about the registered owner of the vehicle from the 
Secretary of State, to the registered owner of record of the vehicle used in the commission of the 
violation. The citation shall include the name and address of the registered owner of the vehicle; the 
vehicle make, if available and readily discemable, and registration number; the offense charged; the time, 
date and location of the alleged violation; the applicable fine and where and in what manner payment of 
the fine may be made to the Clerk of the Circuit Court prior to the court date; the time and place of the 
court hearing at which the registered owner may contest the citation; and that the basis of the citation is a 
photographic record obtained by a traffic control signal monitoring device, which has been inspected by a 
technician who has determined the vehicle was being operated in violation of Section 11-208.6 of the 
Illinois Motor Vehicle Code. 

Sec. 82-104. Supplementary enforcement. 

The program authorized by Section 82-101 shall supplement enforcement of traffic regulations provided 
by the Illinois Motor Vehicle Code and shall not replace or substitute for enforcement of the Illinois 
Motor Vehicle Code or any other law or ordinance. 

This Ordinance shall take effect upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY 
SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL TAX 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution provides that home rule units may exercise any power and perform 
any function pertaining to its government and affairs including, but not limited to, the power to regulate 
for the protection of the public health, safety, morals and welfare; to license; to tax; and to incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois law (55 ILCS 5/5-1009) permits home rule units to impose "taxes not based on the 
selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase of tangible personal property"; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners has determined that a County tax not based upon the selling or 
purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase thereof should be imposed upon the 
disposal of solid waste at any solid waste disposal facility within Cook County, as provided herein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article XV, Sections 74-580 through 74-587 of the Cook County Code are hereby enacted as 
follows: 


ARTICLE XV. SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL TAX 


Sec. 74-580. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Solid Waste Disposal 
Tax". The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the County of Cook, the State of 
Illinois or any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 
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Sec. 74-581. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, the following words or 
terms shall have the meanings respectively applied to them: 

Solid Waste means any discarded or abandoned material in solid, semisolid, liquid or contained 
gaseous form, including, but not limited to, industrial process waste, hazardous waste, municipal waste, 
special waste, garbage, sludge from a waste treatment plant, water supply treatment plant, an air pollution 
control facility, but excludes: 

(1) Sewage collected and treated in a municipal or regional sewage system; or 

(2) Recyclable materials managed in compliance with applicable ordinances of the County of 

Cook. 


The terms industrial process waste', hazardous waste', municipal waste', special waste; garbage; 
and sludge shall have the meanings ascribed to them in Section 513 of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Act (415 ILCS 513.0 1-3.94 inclusive). 

Department means the Department of Revenue in the Bureau of Finance of Cook County. 

Person means any natural individual or entity recognized by law as the subject of rights and 

duties. 

Sec. 74-582. Tax imposed; exemptions. 

Effective as of and commencing on the effective date of this Ordinance, a tax, in addition to any 
and all other taxes, is imposed upon the disposal of Solid Waste at any solid waste disposal facility within 
the County of Cook. Liability for the payment of the' tax shall be upon the owner or operator of each solid 
waste disposal facility, who shall pay the tax pursuant to the following schedule: 

(a) 60 cent(s) per ton if more than 50,000 tons of non-hazardous solid waste is permanently 
disposed of at the site in a calendar year, unless the owner or operator weighs the quantity of the solid 
waste received with a device for which certification has been obtained under the Weights and Measures 
Act [225 ILCS 470/1 et seq.], in which case the fee shall not exceed $ 1.27 per ton of solid waste 
permanently disposed of. 

(b) $33,350 if more than 33,333 tons, but not more than 50,000 tons, of non-hazardous waste is 
permanently disposed of at the site in a calendar year. 

(c) $15,500 if more than 16,666 tons, but not more than 33,333 tons, of non-hazardous solid 
waste is permanently disposed of at the site in a calendar year. 

(d) $4,650 if more than 3,333 tons, but not more than 16,666 tons, of non-hazardous solid waste 
is permanently disposed of at the site in a calendar year. 

(e) $650 if not more than 3,333 tons of non-hazardous solid waste is permanently disposed of at 
the site in a calendar year. 
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The permanent disposal or transport of Solid Waste which meet the criteria set forth in 415 ILCS 
5122.16, 5/22.16(a) or 5/22.15(k) (2007) shall be exempt from the tax imposed herein, except that the tax 
imposed herein shall be applicable to the permanent disposal of Solid Waste under any contract lawfully 
executed before June 1, 1986 under which more than 150,000 cubic yards (or 50,000 tons) of Solid Waste 
is to be permanently disposed of, even though the waste is exempt from the fee imposed by the State of 
Illinois under 415 ILCS 5/22.15(b) pursuant to an exemption granted under 4 15 ILCS 5122.16. 

Sec. 74-583. Books and records. 

Every owner or operator of a solid waste disposal facility located within Cook County shall 
maintain complete and accurate books, records and accounts showing the quantity of Solid Waste 
deposited at the facility during each calendar year. Such books, records and accounts shall be made 
available to the Department for examination and for audit by the Department upon reasonable notice and 
during normal business hours. 

Sec. 74-584. Rule making. 

The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations not inconsistent w'ith 
this Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance, including, but not 
limited to, reasonable procedures relating to the collection of the tax imposed by this ordinance. 

Sec. 74-585. Penalties. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 and not 
more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six (6) months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook 
County to institute civil proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and penalties due and owing, as 
well as costs incurred for such proceeding. Civil penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance 
shall be computed at the rate provided by the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and Procedures 
Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-586. Severability. 

If any one or more of the provisions of this .Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or the 
application thereof is held invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Ordinance and the application of 
such provisions to other persons and circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

Sec. 74-587. Cook County Waste Management Fund. 

There is hereby created the Cook County Waste Management Fund. Ten percent of the taxes 
collected pursuant to the Cook County Solid Waste Disposal Tax Ordinance shall be deposited in the 
Cook County Waste Management Fund and shall be expended only for Waste Management purposes, 
including long-term monitoring and maintenance of transfer stations, planning, implementation, 
inspection, enforcement, operational expenses for personnel, equipment procurement and other activities 
consistent with the Illinois Solid Waste Management Act. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners and the Environmental Control Committee shall 
determine how the funds are spent. It is the intent of this Board that there is a priority protocol, which 
shall be followed in expending these funds. The priority protocol shall apply, without ranking, to the 
following: 
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1. For funding an inspection program for waste disposal facilities within Cook County (and all 
litigation related thereto that may arise from time-to-time); 

2. For funding the updating of the Cook County Solid Waste Plan on a five year interval as 
mandated by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency; 

3. For the funding of performance based contracts and the associated fees to conduct waste and 
recycling audits; 

4. For the funding of the activities as designated by the Cook County Solid Waste Management 
Coordinating Committee in an effort to initiate a comprehensive waste management plan for all of 
suburban Cook County and its residents; 

5. For funding other waste management purposes as designated in the Waste Fee Ordinance. 

The Cook County Comptroller and the Cook County Treasurer shall manage said Fund in 
accordance with existing Cook County Board financial management policies and procedures. 

Effective date. This Ordinance shall take effect and be in force upon enactment.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PROPERTY TAX RELIEF ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County, Illinois (the “County”) is a home rule unit of local government as provided 
for by the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of its home rule unit status, the County is authorized to exercise any power and 
perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs, including the power to tax, except as 
constitutionally limited or denied by the Illinois General Assembly; and 

WHEREAS, the County finds that alternative and new sources of revenue are required to fund the 
operations and services of the County; and 

WHEREAS, the County wishes to provide property tax relief to owners of real property, within the 
County, by eliminating the County Real Estate Property Tax; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois General Assembly has explicitly permitted the County to impose “Sales Tax,” 
without limitation or ceiling, via the “Home Rule County Retailers’ Occupation Tax Law” (55 ILCS 5/5- 
1006) and the “Home Rule County Service Occupation Tax Law” (55 ILCS 5/5-1007); and 
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WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Revenue has defined “Sales Tax” to mean the following: the tax 
imposed on sales of personal property for use or consumption, and which consists of “Occupation Taxes” 
imposed on a sellers’ receipts and “Use Taxes” imposed on amounts paid by purchasers; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax, imposed pursuant 
to Ordinances 92-0-26 and 92-0-27, respectively, is currently .75% or three-quarters of one penny on the 
dollar; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax, at the rate of 
.75%, or three-quarters of one penny on the dollar, are estimated to collectively generate three hundred 
twenty million ($320,000,000.00) in revenue to supplement the cost of the County’s operations and 
services; put another way, the County collects approximately one hundred seven million 
($107,000,000.00) for every 1/4% of “Sales Tax” imposed; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax have never been 
adjusted and have remained steady, for the last fifteen (15) years, at the rate first imposed in 1992; and 

WHEREAS, an increase of 2.25%, or two and one-quarter pennies on the dollar, thereby adjusting and 
increasing the tax rate to three (3) pennies on the dollar, will increase “Sales Tax” revenues from three 
hundred twenty million ($320,000,000.00) to an estimated one billion two hundred eighty million 
($1,280,000,000.00) in revenue to supplement the cost of the County’s operations and services; and 

WHEREAS, the County generated seven hundred twenty million ($720,000,000.00) in 2006 via the 
County Real Estate Property Tax; and 

WHEREAS, the additional revenue, estimated at nine hundred sixty million ($960,000,000.00), and 
generated by the increase in the County’s “Sales Tax” consisting of Retailers’ Occupation Tax and 
Service Occupation Tax, will more than offset the elimination of seven hundred twenty million 
($720,000,000.00) in revenues generated by real property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, the County recognizes the importance of gradually phasing out the County Real Estate 
Property Tax so as to not burden the County’s operations and services by immediate elimination of the 
County Real Estate Property Tax; and 

WHEREAS, the increase of the “Sales Tax,” consisting of the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and 
the Service Occupation Tax, will broaden the financial responsibility of funding the costs of the County’s 
operations and services by distributing the responsibility to all County residents, non-residents, and 
undocumented workers who purchase personal tangible property in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the elimination of the County Real Estate Property Tax will bring about real and permanent 
property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, the elimination of the County Real Estate Property Tax may raise property values, may 
increase the number of real property owners, and, consequently, may increase revenues received via the 
County Real Estate Transfer Tax; and 

WHEREAS, the elimination of the County Real Estate Property Tax will afford the County the prospect 
of further streamlining the County’s operations and services via the restructuring of the Offices of the 
Assessor, the Board of Review, the Clerk, and the Treasurer.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, that the County “Sales Tax," consisting of the County’s Retailers’ Occupation 
Tax and the Service Occupation Tax, is hereby increased from .75% (or three quarters of one penny on 
the dollar) to 3% (or three pennies on the dollar); and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that Section 1 of Ordinances 92-0-26 and 92-0-27, respectively, are 
hereby amended to reflect the taxation rate of 3% in place of the current stated taxation rate of “3/4%”; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the increase in both the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and 
the Service Occupation Tax shall increase according to the following phased schedule: 1) commencing 
on January 1, 2008, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax shall 
increase from .75% to 1.5%; 2) commencing on January 1, 2009, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax 
and the Service Occupation Tax shall increase from 1.5% to 2.25%; and, 3) commencing on January 1, 
2010, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax shall increase from 2.25% 
to 3%; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the County Department of Revenue, consistent with the provisions 
of the Counties Code, the State of Illinois Home Rule County Retailers' Occupation Tax Law (55 ILCS 
5/5-1006), and the State of Illinois Service Occupation Tax Law (55 ILCS 5/5-1007), is to provide the 
State of Illinois with notice of the increases in the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service 
Occupation Tax according to the following schedule: 1) for the increase commencing on January 1,2008, 
notice shall be given prior to October 1, 2007; 2) for the increase commencing on January 1, 2009, notice 
shall be given prior to October 1, 2008; and, 3) for the increase commencing on January 1, 2010, notice 
shall be given prior to October 1,2009; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the County Real Estate Property Tax is hereby eliminated based 
upon the following phased schedule: 1) commencing on January 1, 2008, the real property tax levy shall 
decrease by one-third (1/3) of the real property tax levy existing on December 31, 2007; 2) commencing 
on January 1, 2009, the real property tax levy shall decrease by two-thirds (2/3) of the real property tax 
levy existing on December 31, 2007; and, 3) commencing on January 1, 2010, the real property tax levy 
shall decrease by three-thirds (3/3) of the real property tax levy existing on December 31, 2007, thereby 
providing real and permanent property tax relief; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this Property Tax Relief Ordinance shall be effective upon 
passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY NATURAL GAS USE TAX ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, 
Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of its home rule unit status, the County of Cook, Illinois is authorized to exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs, including the power to tax, 
except as constitutionally limited or denied by the Illinois General Assembly; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois finds that alternative and new sources of revenue are required 
to fund the operations and services of the County of Cook, Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Natural Gas Use Tax Ordinance." 
This tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the County of Cook, the State of 
Illinois, city or any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

For puqwses of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words or terms is used herein they shall 
have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

" County " means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

" Bureau " means the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

“ Department ” means the Department of Revenue within the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

" Director " means the Director of the Department of Revenue, or his duly authorized representative. 

"Person" means any natural individual, firm, trust, estate, partnership, association, joint stock company, 
joint venture or joint venturer, corporation, limited liability company, municipal corporation or political 
subdivision of this state, or a receiver, trustee, conservator or other representative appointed by order of 
any court. 
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" Public Utility" means a Public Utility as defined in Section 5/3-105 of the Public Utilities Act. 

"Public Utilities Act" means the Public Utilities Act, as amended, Illinois Compiled Statutes, Chapter 
220, Section 5/1-101, et seq. 

" Retail Purchaser" means any Person who purchases natural gas in a sale at retail. 

"Retailer" means any Person engaged in the business of making sales of natural gas at retail. A Person 
who does not hold himself out as being engaged in the business of selling natural gas at retail and who 
makes only isolated or occasional sales of natural gas is not a “Retailer" within the meaning of this 
Ordinance. A Person who is engaged in the business of selling natural gas to others and who in 
connection with such business sells the natural gas to a purchaser for such purchaser's use and not for the 
purpose of resale is a Retailer engaged in the business of selling natural gas at retail under this Ordinance. 

"Sale at Retail" means any sale by a Retailer of natural gas to a Person for use or consumption, and not 
for resale. For this purpose, the term "Retailer" means any Person engaged in the business of delivering, 
distributing, supplying, furnishing or selling natural gas. 

SECTION 3. TAX IMPOSED 

A. Except as otherwise provided by this Ordinance, a tax is imposed on the privilege of using or 
consuming, within the corporate limits of the County, natural gas which is purchased in a Sale at 
Retail. The tax shall be at the rate of 5.2 cents per therm. 

B. The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment on the tax is upon the Retail Purchaser, and 
nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax on the occupation of distributing, 
supplying, furnishing, selling or transporting natural gas. 

C. The Retail Purchaser shall pay the tax, measured by therms of gas delivered to the Retail 
Purchaser's premises, by making payment to either: 

1. The Public Utility designated to collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance on or 
before the payment due date of the Public Utility’s bill first reflecting the tax; or, 

2. Directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the second month following the 
month in which the gas is delivered to the Retail Purchaser if no Public Utility has been 
designated to collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance or if the gas is 
delivered by a Person other than a Public Utility so designated. 

D. The tax shall not apply to the use or consumption of gas by: 

1. A governmental body; 

2. A Person purchasing the gas for use in operating or propelling a vehicle; or, 

3. A Public Utility engaged in the business of distributing natural gas. 
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E. To prevent multiple taxation, a Retail Purchaser who is properly subject to the County’s 
Retailer’s Occupation Tax, whether the County’s Retailer’s Occupation Tax is imposed upon the 
Retail Purchaser or the Retailer and separately charged to the Retail Purchaser by the Retailer, 
shall be exempt and not subject to the use tax imposed herein. 

F. A Person who purchases gas for resale and therefore does not pay the tax imposed by this 
Ordinance with respect to the use or consumption of the gas, but who later uses or consumes part 
or all of the gas, shall pay the tax directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the 
second month following the month in which the gas is used or consumed. 

G. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax upon any Person, business or 
activity which, under the Constitutions of the United States or the State of Illinois, may not be 
made the subject of taxation by the County. 

H. The tax shall apply to natural gas for which the delivery to the customer is billed by a Public 
Utility on or after January 1, 2008. 

I. Consumer Price Index Adjustments To Tax Imposed 

1. The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the Director of the Department, 
according to the Consumer Price Index and CPI Adjustment Formula set forth below, 
commencing on January 1, 2009 so as to allow the County’s tax revenues to simultaneously 
increase as the cost and expense of operations and services also increase due to inflation. 

2. For purposes of this Section 3.1., whenever any of the following words or terms is used herein 
they shall have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

" Base Consumer Price Index ” shall mean the Consumer Price Index for the month of January, 
2008. 

“ Base CPI Amount " shall mean the initial tax rate, this “Base CPI Amount” may also be 
referred to as the “Base Tax.” 

" Base Tax ” see “Base CPI Amount.” 

“ Consumer Price Index ” or “ CPI ” shall mean the Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers, All Items (base index year 1982-84=100) published by the United States 
Department of Labor, as amended from time to time; provided that if this index no longer 
exists, the Department shall prescribe the use of a comparable, substitute index. 

“ CPI ” see “Consumer Price Index.” 

“ CPI Adjustment " shall mean the increase to the Base CPI Amount. 

3. The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the Director of the Department 
according to the CPI Adjustment Formula, as follows: 
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The CPI Adjustment shall equal the product of: 

(a) The Base CPI Amount multiplied by 

(b) A fraction 

(i) Whose numerator is the amount by which 

(A) The Consumer Price Index for the month of January in the applicable 
calendar year exceeds 

(B) The Base Consumer Price Index and 

(ii) Whose denominator is the Base Consumer Price Index 

The CPI Adjustment Formula is set forth in the following equation: 

CPI for month of Jan. of current calendar year - the 
Base Consumer Price Index 

CPI Adjustment = Base CPI Amount x - 

Base Consumer Price Index 


SECTION 4. COLLECTION OF TAX 

A. The Director is authorized to enter into a contract for collection of the tax imposed by this 

Ordinance with any Public Utility providing natural gas service in the County and with any 

reseller of natural gas providing natural gas service in the County. The contract shall include and 

substantially conform to the following provisions: 

1. The Public Utility or reseller will collect the tax with respect to gas delivered by it to its 
customers as an independent contractor; 

2. The Public Utility or reseller will remit collected taxes to the Department no more often than 
once each month; 

3. The Public Utility or reseller may charge its customers, other than customers who are exempt 
from payment of this County Natural Gas Use Tax, an additional charge equal to the sum of 
3% of this County Natural Gas Use Tax to cover costs of keeping records, billing customers, 
preparing and filing returns, remitting the tax and supplying data to the County upon request. 
Such additional charge shall be shown separately on the utility bill to each customer; 

4. The Public Utility or reseller will treat partial payments received from a customer as 
payments made pro rata for each item or charge billed to the customer, including the tax by 
this Ordinance; 

5. The obligation of the Public Utility or reseller to collect and remit the tax shall not apply to 
natural gas delivered and billed by the Public Utility or reseller prior to a date three months 
subsequent to the execution of a contract for the collection of the tax herein imposed; 

6. The Public Utility or reseller shall not be liable to the County for any tax not actually 
collected from a Retail Purchaser; and, 

7. Such additional terms as the parties may agree upon.

B. A Public Utility designated to collect the tax imposed by this Ordinance from its customers shall 
bill each customer for the tax on all gas delivered to the customer unless: 

1. The customer's use or consumption is exempt from the tax herein imposed pursuant to 
Sections 3.E. and 3.D. hereinabove; 

2. The Public Utility has received a written certificate issued by the County authorizing the 
Public Utility not to collect the tax herein imposed on deliveries to the customer. 

SECTION 5. RESALES 

A. If a Person who receives natural gas in the County claims to be a reseller of natural gas, that 
Person shall apply to the Department for a Resale Number. The applicant shall state facts 
showing why it is not liable for the tax imposed by this Ordinance on any purchases of natural gas 
and shall furnish such additional information as the Department may reasonably require. The 
County may contract with such Persons to agree to collect the tax herein imposed from its 
customers. 

B. Upon approval of the application, the Department shall assign a Resale Number to the applicant 
and shall certify the number to the applicant. 

C. The Department may cancel the Resale Number of any Person if the Person fails to pay any tax 
payable herein for natural gas used or consumed by the Person, or if the number: (1) was obtained 
through misrepresentation, (2) is used to originate or receive natural gas tax-free when such 
natural gas is not for resale, or (3) is no longer necessary because the Person has discontinued 
engaging in resales. 

D. Receiving natural gas in the County shall not be made tax-free on the ground of being a sale for 
resale unless the Person has an active Resale Number issued by the Department and furnishes that 
number to the Retailer in connection with certifying to the Retailer that a sale is nontaxable as a 
sale for resale. 

SECTION 6. BOOKS AND RECORDS 

A. Every taxpayer shall keep accurate books and records, including original source documents and 
books of entry, denoting the activities or transactions that gave rise, or may have given rise, to 
any tax liability or exemption under this Ordinance. All such books and records shall be kept in 
the English language and, at all times during business hours of the day, shall be subject to and 
available for inspection by the Department. 

B. Every Person that delivers customer-owned gas within the corporate limits of the County shall, 
upon request, furnish to the Department the names and addresses of recipients of natural gas, and 
the quantity of therms delivered to said recipients. 
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SECTION 7. RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The Director is authorized to adopt, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and regulations pertaining to 
the administration and enforcement of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 8. APPLICATION OF UNIFORM REVENUE PROCEDURES ORDINANCE 

A. Whenever not inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, the provisions of the Cook 
County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance, as amended from time to time and 
found at Chapter 34, Article III of the Cook County Code of Ordinances, shall apply to and 
supplement this Ordinance. 

B. For purposes of the tax imposed pursuant to this ordinance: 

1. A Public Utility or reseller collecting the tax pursuant to Section 4 of this Ordinance shall not 
be a "tax collector" within the meaning of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance; and, 

2. A taxpayer who pays the tax to a Public Utility or reseller designated to collect the tax 
pursuant to Section 3 of this Ordinance shall be deemed to have paid the tax "directly to the 
Department" within the meaning of Section 34-72 of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, 
Interest and Procedures Ordinance (which authorizes a taxpayer who has paid a tax in error to 
claim a credit or refund). 

C. A taxpayer who is late in paying the tax imposed by this Ordinance, regardless of whether the tax 
is paid directly to the Department or the Public Utility or reseller, shall be subject to the late 
payment penalty and interest provisions imposed by Section 34-81 of the Cook County Uniform 
Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

D. The Department shall be responsible for billing and collecting any penalty or interest imposed 
under the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

SECTION 9. SEVERABILITY 

If any provision of this Ordinance, or application thereof to any Person or circumstances, is held 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other provision or application of 
this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid application of this Ordinance; such 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid provision is severable, unless otherwise provided by this Ordinance. 
In particular, but without limitation, each provision creating an exception to or an exemption or exclusion 
from the imposition of the tax is severable. 

SECTION 10. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY ELECTRICITY USE TAX ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, 
Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of its home rule unit status, the County of Cook, Illinois is authorized to exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs, including the power to tax, 
except as constitutionally limited or denied by the Illinois General Assembly; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois finds that alternative and new sources of revenue are required 
to fund the operations and services of the County of Cook, Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Electricity Use Tax Ordinance". 
The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the County of Cook, the state of 
Illinois, the city or any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

For purposes of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words or terms is used herein they shall 
have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 

" County " means the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of Illinois. 

" Bureau " means the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

“ Department ” means the Department of Revenue within the Cook County Bureau of Finance. 

" Director " means the Director of the Department of Revenue, or his duly authorized representative. 
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“Ordinance” means this “Cook County Electricity Use Tax Ordinance.” 

"Person" means any natural individual, firm, trust, estate, partnership, association, joint stock company, 
joint adventure or joint venturer, corporation, limited liability company, municipal corporation, the state 
or any of its political subdivisions, any state university created by statue, or a receiver, trustee, 
conservator or other representative appointed by order of any court. 

" Public Utility" means a Public Utility as defined in Section 5/3-105 of the Public Utilities Act. 

"Public Utilities Act" means the Public Utilities Act, as amended, Illinois Compiled Statutes, Chapter 
220, Section 5/1-101, et seq. 

"Retailer" means any Person engaged in the business of making sales of electricity at retail. A Person 
who does not hold himself out as being engaged in the business of selling electricity at retail and who 
makes only isolated or occasional sales of electricity is not a “retailer" within the meaning of this 
Ordinance. A Person who is engaged in the business of selling electricity to others, and who in 
connection with such business sells the electricity to a purchaser for such purchaser's use and not for the 
purpose of resale, is a retailer engaged in the business of selling electricity at retail under this Ordinance. 

"Sale at Retail" means any sale by a retailer of electricity to a Person for use or consumption, and not for 
resale. For this purpose, the term "retailer" means any Person engaged in the business of delivering, 
distributing, supplying and selling electricity. 

SECTION 3. TAX IMPOSED 

A. Except as otherwise provided by this Ordinance, a tax is imposed on the privilege of using or 
consuming electricity within the corporate limits of the County which is purchased in a Sale at 
Retail. The tax rates are as follows: 

1. for the first 2,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.61 cents per kilowatt-hour; 

2. for the next 48,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.40 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

3. for the next 50,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.36 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

4. for the next 400,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.35 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

5. for the next 500,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.34 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

6. for the next 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.32 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

7. for the next 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.315 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 

8. for the next 5,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.31 cents per kilowatt- 
hour; 
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9. for the next 10,000,000 kilowatt-hours used or consumed in a month: 0.305 cents per 
kilowatt-hour; and, 

10. for all electricity used or consumed in excess of 20,000,000 kilowatt-hours in a month: 0.30 
cents per kilowatt-hour; 

B. The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of the tax is upon the retail purchaser, and 
nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax on the occupation of distributing, 
supplying, furnishing, selling or transporting electricity. 

C. The retail purchaser shall pay the tax, measured by kilowatt-hours of electricity delivered to the 
retail purchaser's premises, by making payment to either: 

1. The Public Utility designated to collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance on or 
before the payment due date of the Public Utility's bill first reflecting the tax; or, 

2. Directly to the Department on or before the fifteenth day of the second month following the 
month in which the gas is delivered to the retail purchaser, if no Public Utility has been 
designated to collect the tax pursuant to this Section of the Ordinance or if the gas is 
delivered by a Person other than a Public Utility so designated. 

D. The tax shall not apply to the use or consumption of gas by: 

1. A governmental body; or, 

2. A Public Utility engaged in the business of distributing electricity. 

E. A purchaser who purchases electricity for resale, and therefore does not pay the tax imposed by 
this Ordinance with respect to the use or consumption of the electricity, but who later uses or 
consumes part or all of the electricity, shall pay the tax directly to the Department on or before 
the fifteenth day of the second month following the month in which the gas is used or consumed. 

F. Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to impose a tax upon any Person, business or 
activity which, under the Constitutions of the United States or the State of Illinois, may not be 
made the subject of taxation by the County. 

G. The tax imposed by this Ordinance shall apply to all Sales at Retail of electricity commencing on 
or after January 1, 2008. 

H. Consumer Price Index Adjustments to Tax Imposed. 

1. The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the Director of the Department, 
according to the Consumer Price Index and CPI Adjustment Formula set forth below, 
commencing on January 1, 2009 so as to allow the County’s tax revenues to simultaneously 
increase as the cost and expense of operations and services also increase due to inflation. 

2. For purposes of this Section 3.1., whenever any of the following words or terms is used herein 
they shall have the meaning or construction ascribed to them in this section: 
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“ Base Consumer Price Index - ' shall mean the Consumer Price Index for the month of January, 
2008. 

“ Base CPI Amount ’' shall mean the initial tax rate, this “Base CP! Amount" may also be 
referred to as the “Base Tax." 

“ Base Tax " see “Base CPI Amount." 

“ Consumer Price Index " or “ CPI " shall mean the Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers, All Items (base index year 1982-84=100) published by the United States 
Department of Labor, as amended from time to time; provided that if this index no longer 
exists, the Department shall prescribe the use of a comparable, substitute index. 

“ CPI " see “Consumer Price Index." 

“ CPI Adjustment ” shall mean the increase to the Base CPI Amount. 

3. The tax herein imposed shall be adjusted annually by the Director of the Department 
according to the CPI Adjustment Formula, as follows: 

The CPI Adjustment shall equal the product of: 

(a) The Base CPI Amount multiplied by 

(b) A fraction 

(i) Whose numerator is the amount by which 

(A) The Consumer Price Index for the month of January in the applicable 
calendar year exceeds 

(B) The Base Consumer Price Index and 

(ii) Whose denominator is the Base Consumer Price Index 

The CPI Adjustment Formula is set forth in the following equation: 

CPI for month of Jan. of current calendar year - the 
Base Consumer Price Index 

CPI Adjustment = Base CPI Amount x - 

Base Consumer Price Index 


SECTION 4. COLLECTION OF TAX 

A. The Director is authorized to enter into a contract for collection of the tax imposed by this chapter 
with any Public Utility or reseller of electricity providing electric service in the County. The 
contract shall include and substantially conform to the following provisions: 

1. The Public Utility or reseller will collect the tax with respect to electricity delivered by it to 
its customers as an independent contractor; 

2. The Public Utility or reseller will remit collected taxes to the Department no more often than 
once each month; 
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3. The Public Utility or reseller may charge its customers, other than customers who are exempt 
from payment of this County Electricity Use Tax, an additional charge equal to the sum of 
3% of this County Electricity Use Tax to cover costs of keeping records, billing customers, 
preparing and filing returns, remitting the tax and supplying data to the County upon request. 
Such additional charge shall be shown separately on the utility bill to each customer; 

4. The Public Utility or reseller will treat partial payments received from a customer as 
payments made pro rata for each item or charge billed to the customer, including the tax 
imposed by this Ordinance; 

5. The obligation of the Public Utility or reseller to collect and remit the tax shall not apply to 
electricity delivered and billed by the Public Utility or reseller prior to a date three months 
subsequent to the execution of a contract for the collection of the tax herein imposed; 

6. The Public Utility or reseller shall not be liable to the County for taxes herein imposed which 
are not collected from retail purchasers; all liability for the payment of the taxes herein 
imposed shall remain that of the retail purchaser; and, 

7. Such other additional terms as the parties may agree upon. 

SECTION 5. RESALES 

A. If a Person, who receives electricity in the County, claims to be a reseller of electricity, that 
Person shall apply to the Department for a Resale Number. The applicant shall state facts 
showing why it is not liable for the tax imposed by this Ordinance on any purchases of electricity 
and shall furnish such additional information as the Department may reasonably require. The 
County may contract with such Persons to agree to collect the tax herein imposed from its 
customers. 

B. Upon approval of the application, the Department shall assign a Resale Number to the applicant 
and shall certify the number to the applicant. 

C. The Department may cancel the Resale Number of any Person if the Person fails to pay any tax 
payable herein for electricity used or consumed by the Person, or if the number: (1) was obtained 
through misrepresentation, (2) is used to originate or receive natural gas tax-free when such 
natural gas is not for resale, or (3) is no longer necessary because the Person has discontinued 
engaging in resales. 

D. Receiving electricity in the County shall not be made tax-free on the ground of being a sale for 
resale unless the Person has an active Resale Number issued by the Department and furnishes that 
number to the Retailer in connection with certifying to the Retailer that a sale is nontaxable as a 
sale for resale. 


SECTION 6. BOOKS AND RECORDS 

A. Every taxpayer shall keep accurate books and records, including original source documents and 
books of entry, denoting the activities or transactions that gave rise, or may have given rise, to 
any tax liability or exemption under this Ordinance. All such books and records shall be kept in 
the English language and, at all times during business hours of the day, shall be subject to and 
available for inspection by the Department. 
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B. Every Person that delivers electricity within the corporate limits of the County shall, upon 
request, furnish to the Department the names and addresses of recipients of electricity, and the 
quantity of kilowatts delivered to said recipients. 


SECTION 7. RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The Director is authorized to adopt, promulgate and enforce reasonable rules and regulations pertaining to 
the administration and enforcement of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 8. APPLICATION OF UNIFORM REVENUE PROCEDURES ORDINANCE 

A. Whenever not inconsistent with the provisions of this Ordinance, the provisions of the Cook 
County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance, as amended from time to time and 
found at Chapter 34, Article III of the Cook County Code of Ordinances, shall apply to and 
supplement this Ordinance. 

B. For purposes of the tax imposed pursuant to this Ordinance: 

1. A Public Utility or reseller collecting the tax pursuant to Section 4 of this Ordinance shall not 
be a "tax collector" within the meaning of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance; and, 

2. A taxpayer who pays the tax to a Public Utility or reseller designated to collect the tax 
pursuant to Section 3 of this Ordinance shall be deemed to have paid the tax "directly to the 
Department" within the meaning of Section 34-72 of the Cook County Uniform Penalties, 
Interest and Procedures Ordinance (which authorizes a taxpayer who has paid a tax in error to 
claim a credit or refund). 

C. A taxpayer who is late in paying the tax imposed by this Ordinance, regardless of whether the tax 
is paid directly to the Department or the Public Utility or reseller, shall be subject to the late 
payment penalty and interest provisions imposed by Section 34-81 of the Cook County Uniform 
Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

D. The Department shall be responsible for billing and collecting any penalty or interest imposed 
under the Cook County Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

SECTION 9. SEVERABILITY 

If any provision of this Ordinance, or application thereof to any Person or circumstances, is held 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other provision or application of 
this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid application of this Ordinance; such 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid provision is severable, unless otherwise provided by this Ordinance. 
In particular, but without limitation, each provision creating an exception to or an exemption or exclusion 
from the imposition of the tax is severable. 

SECTION 10. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage. 
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In accordance with Cook County Code Section 2-108(h)(1), Commissioner Daley, seconded by 
Commissioner Maldonado, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter may be considered. The

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR A TAX ON TOBACCO (AS AMENDED) 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted an 
Ordinance to provide for a tax on the retail sale of cigarettes (“Retail Sale of Cigarettes Tax Ordinance”) 
on June 1, 1980 and has adopted subsequent amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners wishes to expand the Ordinance to include a tax 
on tobacco products within Cook County in order to discourage the use of tobacco by residents of Cook 
County and to decrease the illegal consumption of tobacco by juveniles; and 

WHERJEAS, Cook County expends significant resources in the treatment of tobacco related illnesses; 
and 

WHEREAS, for the protection of the public health, safety, comfort and welfare and pursuant to its home 
rule authority, the Cook County Board of Commissioners chooses to amend the Tax on Tobacco 
Ordinance . 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

The Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County, Chapter 13, entitled Fiscal Matters and Taxes, is 
hereby amended as follows: 

Section 1. Short Title - Definitions 

This Ordinance may be cited as the Cook County Tobacco Tax Ordinance. 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words, terms or definitions are used 
herein, they shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this Section. 
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“Chewing tobacco” means any leaf tobacco that is not intended to be smoked. 

“Cigar” Any roll of tobacco wrapped in leaf tobacco or in any substance containing tobacco (other than 
any roll of tobacco which is a cigarette as defined in this Ordinance). 

“Cigarette” means any roll for smoking made wholly or in part of tobacco, irrespective of size or shape 
and whether such tobacco is flavored, adulterated or mixed with any other ingredient, or not, and the 
wrapper of which is made of paper or any other substance or material except tobacco. 

“Department” means the Department of Revenue within the Bureau of Finance of the County of Cook. 

“Director” means the Director of the Department of Revenue. 

“Manufacturer” means any person who makes or fabricates cigarettes and/or tobacco products and sells 
them. 

“Package” means the original packet, box, tin or container whatsoever used to contain and to convey 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products to the consumer. 

“Person” means, any natural person, trustee, court appointed representative, syndicate, association, 
partnership, firm, club, company, corporation, business trust, institution, agency, government corporation, 
municipal corporation, district or other political subdivision, contractor, supplier, vendor, vendee, 
operator, user or owner, or any officers, agents, employees, or other representative, acting either for 
himself or for any other person in any capacity, or any other entity recognized by law as the subject of 
rights and duties. The masculine, feminine, singular or plural is included in any circumstances. 

“Pipe Tobacco” includes any tobacco which, because of its appearance, type, packaging or labeling is 
suitable for use and likely to be offered to, or purchased by, consumers as tobacco to be smoked in a pipe. 

“Retail Tobacco Dealer” means any person who engages in the business of selling cigarettes and/or 
tobacco products in the County of Cook to a purchaser for use or consumption and not for re-sale in any 
form. 

“Roll-your-own tobacco” includes any tobacco which, because of its appearance, type, packaging or 
labeling is suitable for use and likely to be offered to, or purchased by, consumers as tobacco for making 
cigarettes. 

“Sale,” “Re-Sale,” “Selling” means any transfer of ownership or possession, or both, exchange or barter, 
conditional or otherwise, in any manner or by any means whatsoever for a valuable consideration. 

“Smokeless tobacco” includes any snuff, chewing tobacco, or other tobacco products not intended to be 
smoked. 

“Snuff’ means any finely cut, ground or powered tobacco that is not intended to be smoked. 

“Stamp” means paper or other material with an imprint or decalcomania device thereon, of such size, 
design, color and denominations as may be prescribed and procured by the Department which, when 
affixed to a package of cigarettes, shall evidence payment of the tax thereon, as provided by this 
Ordinance. 
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“Tobacco Products” includes but is not limited to any cigars; cheroots; stogies; periques; granulated, plug 
cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other smoking tobacco; snuff or snuff flour; cavendish; plug and twist 
tobacco; fine-cut and other chewing tobaccos; shorts; refuse scraps, clippings, cuttings, and sweeping of 
tobacco; and other kinds and forms of tobacco, prepared in such manner as to be suitable for chewing or 
smoking in a pipe or otherwise, or both chewing and smoking; but does not include cigarettes or tobacco 
purchased for the manufacture of cigarettes by cigarette wholesale tobacco dealers and manufacturers as 
defined in this Ordinance. 

“Unit” means any division of quantity that may be used as a standard to measure the quantity sold based 
on length, width, weight such as pounds, ounces and/or grams or volume or some other similar unit of 
measure, including but not limited to per item. 

“Use” means any exercise of a right or power, actual or constructive, and shall include but is not limited 
to the receipt, storage, or any keeping or retention for any length of time, but shall not include possession 
for sale by a retail or wholesale tobacco dealer as defined in this Ordinance. 

“Wholesale Tobacco Dealer” means any person who engages in the business of selling or supplying 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products to any person for re- sale in the County of Cook. For the purposes of 
this Ordinance, wholesale tobacco dealers also include tobacco retailers who are licensed with the State of 
Illinois (35 ILCS 143/10-20). 

Section 2T Cigarette Tax Imposed - Stamps - Tax Collection 

(a) A tax at the rate of one hundred (100 mils) or ten cents ($.10) per cigarette is hereby imposed 
upon all cigarettes possessed for sale and upon the use of all cigarettes within the County of Cook, the 
ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of said tax to be borne by the consumer of said cigarettes. 
The tax imposed hereby at the rate of one hundred (100 mils) or ten cents ($.10) per cigarette shall 
become in force and effect on March 1, 2006. The tax herein levied shall be in addition to any and all 
other taxes. 

(b) The tax imposed in this Section 2 shall be paid by purchase of tax stamps from the Department, 
except as otherwise provided in Section 11 (a) and (b) of this Ordinance. It shall be the duty of every 
wholesale tobacco dealer, before delivering or causing to be delivered any cigarettes to a retail tobacco 
dealer in the County of Cook to purchase from the Department a tax stamp for each package of cigarettes 
and to cancel said stamps prior to the delivery of such cigarettes to any retail tobacco dealer in the County 
of Cook. Said stamps shall be affixed and cancelled in the manner prescribed by rules and regulations of 
the Department. Any stamp which is defective or unused may be returned to the Department by a 
wholesale tobacco dealer, who shall thereafter be credited or reimbursed with the amount paid to the 
Department for such stamps. 

(c) Any wholesale tobacco dealer who shall pay the tax levied by this Ordinance to the Department 
shall collect the tax from any retail tobacco dealer to whom the sale of said cigarettes is made, and any 
retail tobacco dealer shall, in turn, then collect the tax from the purchaser of said cigarettes. The tax shall 
be paid to the person required to collect it as trustee for and on account of the County of Cook. 

(d) It shall be unlawful for any retail tobacco dealer to purchase cigarettes from any person unless 
each package bears an unmutilated tax stamp affixed thereto and cancelled thereon in the manner required 
by this Ordinance and the rules and regulations of the Department. Possession by a retail tobacco dealer 
of cigarettes having no stamp affixed and cancelled shall give rise to the prima facie presumption that 
such cigarettes are possessed by him in violation of the provisions of this Ordinance. 
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Section 2.2, Tobacco Products Tax Imposed - Tax Collection 

(a) A tax at the rates and units of measure stated below is hereby imposed on all tobacco products 
possessed for sale and upon the use of all tobacco products within the County of Cook, the ultimate 
incidence of and liability for payment of said tax to be borne by the consumer of said tobacco products. 
The tax imposed on tobacco products pursuant to the units of measure and tax rates stated below shall 
become in force and effect on January 1. 2008. The tax herein levied shall be in addition to any and all 
other taxes.

Section 3. Internet, Mail Order and Outside-of-County Purchases 

With respect to cigarettes or tobacco products purchased over the internet, by mail order or outside the 
County, if the tax on cigarettes and tobacco products which is imposed pursuant to this Ordinance, as 
amended, has not been paid by a wholesaler or retailer prior to use or possession of the cigarette or 
tobacco product by a person within the County of Cook, such person shall be obligated to make payment 
of the tax directly to the Department. Within 30 days of purchase, such person shall file a return with the 
Department of Revenue and pay the tax due under this Ordinance, as amended. 

Section 4. Failure To File A Return and/or Pay Tax 

In case of failure to file a tax return and pay this tax when due the Department may assess penalties and 
interest as provided for in the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 
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Section 5. Rule Making 

(a) The Department shall prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations necessary to carry 
out the duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance. Such rules, definitions, and regulations shall include, 
but not be limited to, reasonable procedures consistent with existing practices of wholesale tobacco and 
retail tobacco dealers for collection and remittance of the tax herein levied. 

(b) The Department may appoint wholesale tobacco dealers and any other person within or without 
the County of Cook as agents for the tax herein levied. The Department is hereby authorized to grant a 
commission not exceeding one-half of one percent (0.5%) of the tax due to the County of Cook to such 
agent for services rendered in connection with the tax herein levied in Section 3, provided said tax is 
remitted, in full, by the due date. 

(c) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every wholesale tobacco dealer 
doing business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on fonns prescribed by it, a sworn 
inventory of cigarettes in their possession or control on March 1, 2006. With said inventory, the 
wholesale tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional 
taxes due as a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all stamped cigarettes which were in 
such wholesale tobacco dealer’s possession on March 1,2006. 

(d) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every retail tobacco dealer doing 
business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on forms prescribed by it, a sworn 
inventory of cigarettes in their possession or control on March 1, 2006. With said inventory, the retail 
tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional taxes due as 
a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all cigarettes which were in such retail tobacco 
dealer’s possession on March 1,2006. 

(e) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every retail tobacco dealer doing 
business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on forms prescribed by it, a sworn 
inventory of tobacco products in their possession or control on January 1. 2008 . With said inventory, the 
retail tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional taxes 
due as a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all tobacco products which were in such 
retail tobacco dealer’s possession on January 1, 2008. 

(f) _ Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every wholesale tobacco dealer 

doing business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on fonns prescribed by it. a sworn 
inventory of tobacco products in their possession or control on January 1, 2008. With said inventory, the 
wholesale tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional 
taxes due as a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all tobacco products which were in 
such wholesale tobacco dealer’s possession on January 1,2008. 

Section 6. Cigarette Tax Stamps - Agents - Used and Unused Stamps 

(a) The Department shall contract for and furnish tax stamps of such denominations and quantities as 
may be necessary for the payment of the tax imposed on cigarettes by this Ordinance, and may, from time 
to time, provide for the issuance and exclusive use of stamps of a new design and forbid the use of stamps 
of any other design. 
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(b) The Department may appoint wholesale tobacco dealers of cigarettes and any other person within 
or without the County as agents to affix stamps to be used in paying the tax hereby imposed on cigarettes 
and said agent is hereby authorized to appoint other persons in his employ who are to affix said stamps to 
any cigarettes under his control in the manner prescribed by the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Department. Whenever the Department shall sell, consign or deliver to any such agent any such stamps, 
such agent shall be entitled to receive compensation for his services and expenses in affixing such stamps, 
and to retain use of the monies to be paid by him for such stamps as a commission. The Department is 
hereby authorized to prescribe a schedule of commissions not exceeding five percent allowable to such 
agent for affixing such stamps. Such schedule shall be uniform for each type and denomination of stamp 
used and may be on a graduated scale with respect to the number of stamps purchased. The Department 
may, in its discretion, permit an agent to pay for such stamps within thirty (30) days after the date of sale, 
consignment, or delivery of such stamps to such agent, provided a bond or bank letter of credit 
satisfactory to the Department and approved as to form and legality by the State’s Attorney shall be 
submitted by said agent to the Department, in an amount equal to the value of such stamps. The 
Department, with approval from the State’s Attorney, shall issue regulations pursuant to Section 5 
regarding the use of such bonds or bank letters of credit. 

(c) The Department may redeem unused tax stamps lawfully on the possession of any person. No 
person shall sell or offer for sale any stamp issued under this Ordinance, except by written permission of 
the Department. The Department may prescribe rules and regulations concerning refunds, sales of stamps 
and redemption under the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 7. Registration of Wholesale Tobacco Dealers 

A person commencing business as a wholesale tobacco dealer within Cook County after the adoption of 
this Ordinance, as amended shall register with the Department within twenty (20) days after the effective 
date of this Ordinance or commencement of business. On or before the last day of each month, every 
wholesale tobacco dealer of tobacco products other than cigarettes shall file with the Department of 
Revenue a remittance return and remit all tax due for the preceding calendar month. The return shall be 
postmarked on or before the last day of the month for which the return is due. Each return shall be used 
to report the sales of tobacco products and shall be accompanied by a remittance of the appropriate 
amount of tax applicable to the sales reported. The remittance shall be made payable to the Cook County 
Collector. 

Section 8. Tax Free Sales 

Wholesale tobacco dealers doing business in Cook County shall not pay or collect a tax with respect to 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products which are otherwise subject to the tax when the cigarettes and/or 
tobacco products are being sold to the following: 

(a) Another wholesale tobacco dealer holding a valid Cook County tobacco wholesalers 
registration certificate; and 

(b) A wholesale tobacco dealer or a retail tobacco dealer in the event, the selling wholesale 
tobacco dealer, or its agent, delivers the cigarettes or other tobacco products to a location 
outside of Cook County. 
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Section 9. Books and Records to be Kept 

(a) “Records of Deliveries” At the time of delivering cigarettes to any person doing business in the 
County of Cook, it shall be the duty of every wholesale tobacco dealer to make a true triplicate invoice, 
numbered serially, showing the date of delivery, the number of packages, the number of cigarettes 
contained therein in each shipment of cigarettes delivered, and the name of the purchaser to whom 
delivery is made and shall retain one legible copy of the same for the use and inspection of the 
Department for the period of time as provided for in the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and 
Procedure Ordinance. 

(b) “Quarterly Returns” A sworn quarterly cigarette tax return shall be filed by said wholesale 
tobacco dealer with the Department, on forms prescribed by the Department. The dates upon which said 
quarterly returns are to be filed shall be provided by rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Department. 

(c) “Other Books and Records” It shall be the duty of all Wholesale Tobacco Dealers, Retail Dealers 
and Persons required by this Ordinance to collect and/or to pay the taxes herein imposed to keep and 
maintain all books, papers and records related to all transactions taxable under this Ordinance and to 
make such records available to the Director on request for inspection, audit and/or copying during regular 
business hours. Books, papers and records which relate to a return filed or required to be filed with the 
Department shall be kept for the period as provided for in the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. The burden shall be on the tax collector and tax payer to keep records which 
verify the basis for any and all transactions which are claimed to be exempt from taxation pursuant to 
Section 8 of this Ordinance. 

Section 10. Counterfeit or Altered Tax Stamps 

Every person who shall falsely make, alter, forge or counterfeit any tax stamp, or who, with intent to 
defraud the County, shall affix or cause to be affixed any counterfeit or altered stamp to any package of 
cigarettes, knowing said stamp to be counterfeit or altered, shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor, in 
addition to any other criminal penalties which may be applicable under Illinois or federal law. 

Section 11. Single State and County Stamp - Monthly Tax Return 

(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 2(b) and (d), and 6(a) of this Ordinance, the 
Department may provide by regulation that the tax imposed by this Ordinance shall, in the alternative, be 
collected by means of the issuance and sale of a single tax stamp to be prepared jointly with the 
Department of Revenue of the State of Illinois (and/or the City Comptroller of the City of Chicago) 
evidencing the payment of the tax imposed by this Ordinance. Toward that end, the Department may 
make such arrangements and agreements with the Department of Revenue of the State of Illinois (and/or 
the City Comptroller of the City of Chicago)as may be required with respect to the method of acquiring, 
affixing, canceling and the manner of sharing the cost of such joint single tax stamps, and may establish 
procedures for payment of that portion of the tax revenue collected by the Department of Revenue of the 
State of Illinois (and/or the City Comptroller of the City of Chicagojdue and payable to the County of 
Cook, in furtherance of the purposes of this Ordinance. In the event such alternative method as herein 
provided is utilized, no other method of collecting said tax may be used within the relevant jurisdiction; 
however, all other applicable provisions of this Ordinance shall nevertheless remain in full force and 
effect. 
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(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of 2(b) and (d), 4 6(a) and subsection (a) of this Section 11, the 
Department may provide by regulation that the tax imposed on cigarettes by this Ordinance, in the 
alternative, shall be collected by means of the fding of a sworn tax return to be prepared and filed by 
every wholesale tobacco dealer who sells cigarettes for consumption in the County of Cook. Said return 
shall be filed on a monthly basis and shall contain the same information required by 6(b) of this 
Ordinance. Said return shall be filed with the Department on or before the fifteenth day of each month 
stating such other and further information as may be required by the Department, and said return shall be 
accompanied by a certified check in the amount of the tax due and payable upon such taxable sales made 
by said wholesale tobacco dealer in the County of Cook during the preceding month. In the event such 
alternative method is utilized, no other method of collecting said tax may be used; however, all other 
applicable provisions of this Ordinance shall remain in full force and effect with the exception of the 
necessity of filing a quarterly tax return as provided in 9(b) of this Ordinance, which shall not be required. 

Section 12. Mutilation of Tax Stamps 

It is unlawful for any person to mutilate a tax stamp herein required on any package of cigarettes before it 
is sold by a retail tobacco dealer. 

Section 13. Seizure, Sale and Redemption of Unstamped Cigarettes 

Whenever the Department or any of its duly authorized representatives shall discover any cigarettes 
subject to any tax provided by this Ordinance upon which said tax has not been paid or the stamps affixed 
and cancelled as herein required, they are hereby authorized and empowered forthwith to seize and take 
possession of such cigarettes together with any vending machine or receptacle in which they are held for 
sale which, except for money contained in such vending machine or receptacle, shall thereupon be 
deemed to be forfeited to the County of Cook. The Department may, within a reasonable time. 
thereafter, by a public notice given at least five days before the date of the sale, sell such forfeited 
cigarettes and vending machines or receptacles at public sale and pay the proceeds to the Treasurer of the 
County of Cook or in the alternative, the Department, shall destroy the same and any vending machine or 
receptacle seized therewith. In addition the Department shall require payment of the tax due together 
with a penalty of $100 per package of cigarettes including penalties and interest as provided for in the 
Uniform Penalties Interest and Procedures Ordinance, and the cost incurred in such proceeding, provided, 
however, that such seizure and sale or redemption shall not be deemed to relieve any person from fine or 
imprisonment provided herein for violation of any provision of this Ordinance. 

Section 14. Transmittal of Excess Tax Collections 

In the event a person collects an amount in excess of the tax imposed by this Ordinance, as amended, 
which amount is puiported to be a collection thereof, and said person fails to return the said excess 
amount to the purchaser who paid the tax, the said person who collected the tax shall account for and pay 
over all such excess amounts to the Department along with the tax properly collected. 

Section 15. Deposit of Tax Proceeds 

All proceeds resulting from the imposition of the tax under this Ordinance, including penalties, shall be 
paid to the Department. The Department shall direct every dollar collected from the 2006 and 2008 
increases in the rate of the Flome Rule Tobacco Tax to be deposited into the funds of the Cook County 
Bureau of Health.

Section 16. Penalties 

Any person determined to have violated this Ordinance, as amended, shall be subject to a fine of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) for the first offense, and a fine of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the 
second and each subsequent offense in any 180-day period. Any person determined to have violated this 
Ordinance, as amended, on three or more occasions within any 180-day period shall be subject to 
prosecution for a Class B misdemeanor. Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance, as amended, 
shall in no way preclude the County from instituting civil proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest 
and penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred for such proceeding. A separate and distinct 
offense shall be regarded as committed each day upon which said person shall continue any such 
violation, or permit any such violation to exist after notification thereof. 

Section 17. Severability 

If any provision of this Ordinance or application thereof to any person or circumstance is held unlawful or 
otherwise invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions or applications of this Ordinance which 
can be given effect without the invalid application or provision, and to this end each such invalid 
provision or application of this Ordinance is severable from the remainder of this Ordinance. It is hereby 
declared to be the intent of the Board of Commissioners that this Ordinance would have been issued had 
any such unlawful or otherwise invalid provision or application not been included. 

Section 18. Effective Date 

This Ordinance, as amended, shall take effect and be in force on January 1.2008 .

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WHEREAS, the demographic breakdown of the attorneys in the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office 
should reflect and mirror the demographic breakdown of the population of Cook County, the people 
whom the State’s Attorney’s Office serves, and the taxpayers who fund and support said office; and 

WHEREAS, the demographic breakdown of the attorneys in the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office 
is 83.6% white, 7.2% black or African American, 4.5% Asian or Pacific Islander, 4.4% Hispanic or 
Latino, and .18% Native American or Native Alaskan; and 

WHEREAS, the demographic breakdown of the Investigators in the Cook County State’s Attorney’s 
Office is 67% white, 23% black or African American, 9.4% Hispanic or Latino, and .62% Asian or 
Pacific Islander; and 

WHEREAS, the demographic breakdown of the Administrative Assistants in the Cook County State’s 
Attorney’s Office is 57.1% white, 25.1% black or African American, 15.1% Hispanic or Latino, and 2.6% 
Asian or Pacific Islander; and 

WHEREAS, an eight (8) hour work day is the minimum daily work time requirement imposed as a 
condition of full-time employment throughout Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, attorneys within the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office should not represent clients,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that the 
demographic breakdown of the attorneys employed by the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office shall be 
comprised of 56.3% whites, 26.5% blacks or African Americans, and 21.9% Hispanics or Latinos; 
additionally, said demographic breakdown of the attorneys shall be adjusted accordingly as data regarding 
changes in the demographic makeup of the population of Cook County becomes available; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all employees of the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office be 
required to work a full eight (8) hour work day, five (5) days per week, in furtherance of a forty (40) hour 
work week; and Performance Measure Reports (“PMR”), regarding compliance of the eight (8) hour work 
day requirement, shall be reported to the Cook County Board of Commissioners on a quarterly basis; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all employees of the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office shall 
be required to punch in and punch out, via electronic swipe card system, in furtherance of their 
accounting for a full eight (8) hour work day; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that attorneys of the Cook County Stale’s Attorney’s Office are 
hereby, and ethically, conflicted from dual employment in the practice of law as the representation of 
clients, other than the People of the State of Illinois in criminal prosecutions or judicial proceedings, or 
any other proceedings, will impair their independence of judgment in the exercise of their official duties.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

COOK COUNTY JUVENILE INTERVENTION AND SUPPORT CENTER 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has an ongoing responsibility for protecting the health and safety of its 
residents which includes providing a safe place for children with behavioral problems and providing 
services that are efficient, equitable and accountable; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is home to the first juvenile court in the world, created in 1899 by Jane 
Addams and many local citizen organizations. Cook County has been a leader in juvenile justice for over 
100 years and has lead the nation in creating a range of community based alternatives to pre-trial juvenile 
detention such as evening reporting centers and home confinement programs; and 

WHEREAS, over the past eight years the Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention Center (“JTDC”) 
has been plagued with problems and the subject of on-going litigation, investigations and media and 
community criticism; and 

WHEREAS, given Cook County is under a Federal Consent Decree to improve the administration and 
operation of the JTDC it affords us the opportunity to focus our emphasis on the best practices to divert 
children from the system and to assess their critical needs and provide supportive services for those 
entering the system to reduce the recidivism rate; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has made some progress in changing how we care for children in the JTDC 
but has not implemented the best practices which focuses on services that will intervene and divert 
children with behavioral problems leading to criminal activity; and 

WHEREAS, there is an increase in the number of children with physical, mental and emotional problems 
that enter the JTDC coupled with the decrease in resources from the State and Federal government and it 
poses a serious challenge to balancing the Cook County budget. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners change the name of the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center to the Cook County 
Juvenile Intervention and Support Center; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
activate and utilize the Cook County Jail Diversion Program taskforce, adopted November 2005, to 
restructure and develop policies and procedures designed to intervene with children having behavioral 
problems that could lead to criminal activity and to assess and provide individualized support to children 
and families for the purpose of minimizing the child’s chances of committing more serious crimes and 
entering the adult criminal system. 
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Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Claypool, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Committee on Criminal Justice. (Comm. No. 289090). The motion carried 
unanimously.

WHEREAS, McKesson Pharmaceutical received numerous extensions, starting at the end of the original 
contract on June 30, 2005 through July 31, 2006, costing taxpayers millions of dollars for each extension, 
which has raised questions as to whether the terms of the original contract, for example but not limited to, 
actual amount spent compared to prices quoted and one day turnarounds for emergency ordering without 
backordering, were being honored during these extensions; and 

WHEREAS, an audit is necessary to assure that taxpayers’ money is safeguarded and was not being used 
improperly and that this government is doing everything in its power to deliver quality service in the most 
efficient and cost effective manner possible, without the specter of impropriety; and 

WHEREAS, companies exist that can be contracted to perform audits on a contingency basis, so that 
there will not be a fiscal impact for the County.

RESOLUTION DIRECTING THE BUREAU OF HEALTH SERVICES TO 
DISCONTINUE FILLING PRESCRIPTIONS FOR NON-COOK COUNTY RESIDENTS 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services and its hospitals and clinics serve as the anchor for the safety 
net serving the metropolitan Chicago region’s ever-increasing number of uninsured or underinsured 
citizens, not only in Cook County, but also the neighboring counties and in some cases beyond; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services not only provides health care services, but also pharmacy 
prescription services to said citizens; and 

WHEREAS, for the period of September 1st, 2006 to December 31st, 2006, 6% of all prescriptions were 
filled and delivered to non-Cook County resident patients for a total of 257,000 prescriptions at a cost of 
$4.6 million; and 

WHEREAS, under the leadership of the Board of Commissioners and President Stroger, the Bureau of 
Health Services has and continues to make a concerted effort to resolve its financial shortcomings; and 

WHEREAS, despite these ongoing efforts, further cuts in core services may result without increased 
funding; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County cannot continue to provide care for the indigent population for both residents 
and non-residents of Cook County, without increased assistance from other governments, providers, 
insurers and health care stakeholders; and 

WHEREAS, in order to avoid additional cuts in services, the Bureau of Health Services must consider 
ceasing the provision of non-emergency medical services including pharmaceuticals to non-Cook County 
resident patients; and 
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WHEREAS, this measure is needed to preserve the already limited county healthcare resources to 
provide for the residents of Cook County and stop this loss of revenue to our taxpayers. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby request that the Bureau of Health Services discontinue the provision of non-emergency 
pharmaceuticals to non-Cook County resident patients, thereby conserving healthcare resources for the 
residents of Cook County.

COOK COUNTY BOTTLED WATER BAN 

WHEREAS, bottled water costs up to 10,000 times more per gallon than tap water; and 

WHEREAS, bottled water is often not of high water quality; and 

WHEREAS, and in a study conducted by the National Resources Defense Council one third of bottled 
water tested contained significant contamination; and 

WHEREAS, 60-70 percent of bottled water is not regulated by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA); and 

WHEREAS, for the 30-40 percent it does regulate, the FDA only requires companies to test a sample of 
water once per week; and 
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WHEREAS, the EPA requires testing of municipal water systems between 300-480 times per month; and 

WHEREAS, supplying the plastic for the water bottles consumed by Americans required more than 47 
million gallons of oil annually, equivalent to the release of one billion pounds of carbon dioxide into the 
atmosphere; and 

WHEREAS, the transportation and shipment of bottled water burns massive quantities of fossil fuel; and 

WHEREAS, 86 percent of plastic water bottles used in the U.S. end up in landfills, where they will take 
up to 1,000 years to biodegrade; and 

WHEREAS, the incineration of the plastic bottles releases toxic byproducts such as chlorine gas and ash 
laden with heavy metals into the air; and 

WHEREAS, the cities of Los Angeles, Ann Arbor, Salt Lake City, San Francisco, and Santa Barbara 
have banned the city-financed purchase of plastic water bottles and the sale of plastic water bottles on 
municipal property; and 

WHEREAS, the cities of Oklahoma City, Charlottesville (VA), and New York are considering bans; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Conference of Mayors passed a resolution calling for a study on the impact of 
plastic water bottles on municipal waste systems, citing the increased plastic waste created by the bottles, 
the fossil fuels used to produce and transport them and the billions spent by city governments on water 
each year; and 

WHEREAS, methods exist to provide purified water to County employees through means that minimize 
harm to the environment. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that no 
County department or agency shall purchase single serving bottles of water using County funds, unless an 
employee contract specifies usage, and that this prohibition will apply to County contractors and County 
funded and/or sponsored events; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Purchasing Agent and Department of Maintenance shall, 
within 90 days of passage, work with all County departments to conduct a water audit to assess their 
current water usage, availability of fresh tap water, and the feasibility and cost of installing water 
purification systems; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that such audit shall determine the viability of switching all bottled 
water dispensers to bottle-less water dispensers; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that such audit shall also determine the viability of turning on all 
currently disconnected drinking water fountains; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that no County department or agency shall purchase bottled water 
dispensers or bottled water refills beginning December 1, 2007, and the County shall install bottle-less 
water dispensers where appropriate.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

REGARDING PURSUIT BY THE COOK COUNTY STATE’S ATTORNEY’S OFFICE 
OF HOSPITALS NEGLIGENT IN PROVIDING NECESSARY CHARITY CARE 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Attorney General has been active in pursuing legal action against those hospitals 
in Cook County and elsewhere that have failed to provide a sufficient level of direct provision of medical 
services to the uninsured and underinsured members of our community (“Charity Care”) in order to 
justify the property tax exemptions given to them; and 

WHEREAS, the property tax exemptions given to hospitals in Cook County accounted for millions of 
dollars in uncollected revenue for the County in Fiscal Year 2006, revenue that could have been used 
within Cook County’s health system to provide much needed health care to uninsured and underinsured 
residents of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, for those hospitals that provide sufficient Charity Care, the property tax exemptions are 
deserved, worthwhile, and should continue to be used as appropriate incentive for those hospitals to 
provide the Charity Care; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is entitled to receive from each of the hospitals in the County either (a) 
property tax dollars or (b) a sufficient amount of Charity Care provided to residents of the County to 
justify the property tax exemption; and 

WHEREAS, it is the legal responsibility of the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office to investigate 
whether or not entities are providing the services to the residents of Cook County that they are legally 
obligated to provide, and thus it is the responsibility of the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office to 
investigate whether or not these hospitals are providing a sufficient level of Charity Care; and 

WHEREAS, for those hospitals that have failed to provide sufficient Charity Care, the property tax 
exemption should be revoked; and 

WHEREAS, the State’s Attorney’s Office has failed to keep a watchful eye on whether or not Cook 
County residents have been repeatedly defrauded by these hospitals that are not providing sufficient levels 
of Charity Care. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office be required 
to immediately begin legal proceedings against each hospital in Cook County not currently providing a 
sufficient level of Charity Care to warrant a property tax exemption to (a) remove the legal status entitling 
a property tax exemption from each such hospital, and (b) impose such sanctions as are necessary and 
appropriate upon each such hospital; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office be tasked with 
regularly monitoring all hospitals in Cook County to ensure on an on-going basis that all hospitals will 
either provide property tax dollars to Cook County or sufficient Charity Care to Cook County residents.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article II 
Real Property Taxation, Division 1 Generally, Section 74-41 Duplicate tax bill fee of the Cook County 
Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 74-41. Duplicate tax bill fee. 

(a) Definition. In this section: 

£i) mortgage lender means any institution, association, partnership, corporation, or 
person that is engaged in the business of making loans of money, or that regularly 
makes loans of money, or that services loans, including the collections of loans 
directly secured by mortgages, trust deeds in the nature of mortgages or other 
instruments in the nature of mortgages, which constitutes a lien upon property : and 

(ii) duplicate tax bill means a reproduction of the original tax bill as issued by the 
County Collector or its electronic equivalent . 

(b) Fee. The County Collector shall charge and collect from all mortgage lenders, a fee as set 
out in Section 32-1 for each duplicate real estate tax bill provided to any mortgage lender who is not the 
record owner of the subject property. The fee shall be charged and collected at the time that each 
duplicate tax bill is ord e r e d provided . 

(c) Tax sale automation fund. The County Collector shall deposit all fees collected under this 
section into the Tax Sale Automation Fund. 

Effective Date. This amendment shall take effect upon adoption.

BULK PAYMENT CORRECTION FEE 

WHEREAS, Cook County (the "County") is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such, may exercise any power and perform any 
function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the efficient operation of the County Treasurer’s Office pertains to the County’s 
government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer in her capacity as County Collector accepts bulk payment of property taxes on 
multiple parcels of property from a single mortgage lender or from the mortgage lender’s agent pursuant 
to the Tax Payment Agent (“TPA”) Program operated by her Office to promote efficiency in the tax 
collection process; and 

WHEREAS, after receiving lump sum payment and the list of properties from the tax payment agent, the 
Treasurer undertakes the duty of crediting which tax payments made pursuant to this single transaction 
applies to the individual parcel of property listed in the computer tape or diskette submitted by the tax 
payment agent; and 
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WHEREAS, twice yearly, the Treasurer issues approximately 1.7 million tax bills within Cook County, 
and annually processes approximately 100,000 refund applications; and 

WHEREAS, due to inaccurate listing of pennanent index numbers by the tax payment agent, payment of 
taxes is not accurately reflected upon approximately 50,000 2.000 to 70,000 4 .000 properties, which 
requires the Treasurer to make corrections and transfer payments; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer’s resources must be employed to process the high volume of payment 
transfers requested by tax payment agents as a result of errors from the bulk payment process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
74 Taxation, Article II Real Property Taxation, Division I Generally, Section 74-44 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 74-44. Bulk Payment Correction Fee. 

(a) Definition. In this section “tax payment agent” means: 

(1) a mortgage lender as defined in Section 74-41(a), or 

(2) a mortgage lenders’ agent that pays (either directly or through an agent) property 
taxes in bulk on behalf of mortgage lenders or property owners upon no fewer than 
5000 properties per year. 

(b) Fee. The County Collector shall charge and collect from all tax payment agents a fee of 
$50.00 per request for transfer or correction of tax payment per parcel of property identified by a 
permanent index number. 

(c) Tax sale automation fund. The County Collector shall deposit all fees collected under this 
section into the Tax Sale Automation Fund, as established in Section 74-40. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that the Cook County 
Code, Chapter 32 Fees, Section 32-1 is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 32-1. Fee Schedule.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY BILLBOARD AND OFF-PREMISES 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING SIGN ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 114, 
Article II, Section 114-34 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 114-34. Sign Location. 

The following billboards and off-premises outdoor advertising signs shall be 
permitted subject to the regulations set forth in this Ordinance: 

(1) Residential Districts. Billboards and off-premises outdoor advertising signs 
shall not be pennitted in Residential Districts. 

(2) Commercial Districts. 

(a) New signs. New billboard and off-premises outdoor advertising signs 
shall not be permitted in commercial districts as of the effective date 
of the ordinance from which this article is derived. 

(b) Existing conforming signs. Owners of signs existing in commercial 
districts which are conforming to the permit as originally issued shall 
register such signs with the Department of Building and Zoning no 
later than 60 days from the effective date of the ordinance from 
which this article is derived. 

(c) Alterations to existing sims. Structural alterations made to existing 
signs in commercial districts which are made for the purposes of 
enabling such signs to be used as multiple message signs, as defined 
in Appendix A. Article 14.2 and authorized under Section 114-33 of 
this Code, shall be permitted so long as owners of such existing signs 
obtain all necessary permits from the Department of Building and 
Zoning and so long as such signs are in compliance with all other 
provisions of this Code or have obtained the appropriate relief 
therefrom. 


(3) Industrial Districts. Billboard and off-premises outdoor advertising signs 
shall be permitted in industrial districts subject to the following: 

(a) Signs shall not have a face area which exceeds 750 square feet 
inclusive of extensions, cut-outs and embellishments. Two-sided 
signs shall be allowed. 
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(b) Signs shall not be affixed to or erected on the front, rear, side walls or 
roofs of buildings. 

(c) Signs shall not be located closer than 500 feet from other billboards 
and off-premises signs which require a permit. 

(d) Signs shall not be erected within 500 feet of any residential district, 
forest preserve district or any officially designated federal, state or 
local historic property, district or corridor. 

(e) Signs, including sign structures, shall not project higher than 40 feet 
above the established average grade of a zoning lot on which the sign 
is located. The base of the sign face shall project at least 20 feet 
above the curb level of the road it is designed to be read from. 

(f) Signs shall be required to be set back from the right-of-way line a 
distance of the minimum setback requirement of the zoning district.

ADVERTISING SIGN ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 114, Article II, Section 
114-34 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 114-34. Sign Location. 

The following billboards and off-premises outdoor advertising signs shall be permitted subject to 
the regulations set forth in this Ordinance: 

(1) Residential Districts. Billboards and off-premises outdoor advertising signs 
shall not be permitted in Residential Districts. 

(2) Commercial Districts. 

(a) New signs. New billboard and off-premises outdoor advertising signs shall not be 
permitted in commercial districts as of the effective date of the ordinance from which 
this article is derived. 
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(b) Existing conforming signs. Owners of signs existing in commercial districts which 
are conforming to the permit as originally issued shall register such signs with the 
Department of Building and Zoning no later than 60 days from the effective date of 
the ordinance from which this article is derived. 

(c) Alterations to existing sinus. Structural alterations made to existing signs in 
commercial districts which are made for the purposes of enabling such signs to be 
used as multiple message signs, as defined in Appendix A. Article 14,2 and 
authorized under Section 114-33 of this Code, shall be permitted so long as owners of 
such existing signs obtain all necessary permits from the Department of Building and 
Zoning and so long as such signs are in compliance with all other provisions of this 
Code or have obtained the appropriate relief therefrom. 

(3) Industrial Districts. Billboard and off-premises outdoor advertising signs shall be permitted 
in industrial districts subject to the following: 

(a) Signs shall not have a face area which exceeds 750 square feet inclusive of 
extensions, cut-outs and embellishments. Two-sided signs shall be allowed. 

(b) Signs shall not be affixed to or erected on the front, rear, side walls or roofs of 
buildings. 

(c) Signs shall not be located closer than 500 feet from other billboards and off-premises 
signs which require a permit. 

(d) Signs shall not be erected within 500 feet of any residential district, forest preserve 
district or any officially designated federal, state or local historic property, district or 
corridor. 

(e) Signs, including sign structures, shall not project higher than 40 feet above the 
established average grade of a zoning lot on which the sign is located. The base of 
the sign face shall project at least 20 feet above the curb level of the road it is 
designed to be read from. 

(f) Signs shall be required to be set back from the right-of-way line a distance of the 
minimum setback requirement of the zoning district.

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The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance Amendment: 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO CHAPTER 2 
ARTICLE VII OF THE COOK COUNTY CODE 

WHEREAS, it is crucial that the people of the County of Cook have trust, respect and 
confidence in those who are elected to public office; and 

WHEREAS, it is equally crucial that the citizenry have absolute faith in the integrity of the 
electoral process by which our public officials are chosen; and 

WHEREAS, to accomplish this, the County of Cook has adopted certain rules and 
regulations including campaign finance laws that establish, among other things, limitations on 
the amounts of political contributions that may be made by individuals and entities doing 
business with the County, registered lobbyists and other entities that have an interest in 
influencing the policies and decisions of County government; and 

WHEREAS, these laws limit the amount of money that such individuals and entities may 
contribute to candidates for public office to $1,500 during a single candidacy and $3,000 
during an election year; and 

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the elected officials within the County of Cook to reduce the 
ability of entities to brazenly ignore these limitations, thereby restoring faith in the integrity 
of the electoral process and the candidates who might otherwise benefit from these abuses; 
and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook wishes to strengthen its campaign finance laws to prevent 
persons or entities with a financial or other interest in the decisions made by County 
government from attempting to manipulate the County's campaign finance laws through 
cynically clever and circuitous financing and contribution methods; and 

WHEREAS, this ordinance is intended to put an end to this untenable situation, to close any 
real or perceived loopholes, and to avoid future abuses of the County’s campaign finance 
laws by the very people these laws were intended to constrain. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 2, Article VII, Sections 2-561, 2-585 and 2-601 of the Cook County Code are 
hereby amended as follows:

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

THE COOK COUNTY ENERGY EFFICIENCY

WHEREAS, the Chicago Climate Exchange (CCX) provides a means for governments 
and firms to enter into a voluntary, legally binding agreement to reduce their emissions of 
six greenhouse gasses by 1.2 percent each year from 2006 to 2010; and 

WHEREAS, the CCX operates under a standard “cap-and-trade” system: each emitter is 
allocated a certain number of credits and the number of credits is lowered each successive 
year, allowing entities that reduce their emissions below their requirements to sell credits 
and those that do not meet their requirements to purchase them; and 

WHEREAS, many governments including the City of Chicago, King County, 
Washington, and the State of Mexico as well as many Fortune 500 companies including 
Ford, IBM, and DuPont have joined the CCX and committed themselves to reductions; 
and 

WHEREAS, Chicago reduced its direct greenhouse gas emissions by nearly nine percent 
from its baseline (an average of between 1998 and 2001) and 2003, a reduction of over 
30,000 tons of global warming pollution; and 

WHEREAS, the City’s steps to improve energy efficiency in City buildings led to the 
auditing and retrofitting of 15 million square feet of public buildings, allowing the City 
and sister agencies to save $6 million annually.

AIR POLLUTION OPERATING PERMITS 

WHEREAS, the Cook County area has been designated as an area of non-attainment of 
suitable air quality and ozone standards by the United States Environmental Protection 
Agency partially due to the air pollution emissions of the expansive industrial businesses 
within its boundaries; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook has introduced a 
number of air pollution reduction activities as an effort to diminish the detrimental effects 
of air pollution on the residents of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the accumulation of greenhouse gases and criteria pollutants in the 
atmosphere is forming extremely high levels of ozone and adding to global warming; and 

WHEREAS, as the levels of pollutants in the Cook County area increases, the number of 
respiratory and cardiovascular related ailments proportionally increase; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Environmental Protection Agency and the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency have established regulatory standards in the areas of 
permitting and reporting of air pollution sources in an effort to track and reduce air 
pollution levels. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that Chapter 30, Article III, Division 4, Sections 30-391 through 30-399 
of the Cook County Code of Ordinances are hereby enacted as follows: 

Division 4. 

Air Pollution Operating Permits and Site Fees 
and Reductions in Regulated Air Pollutant Emissions 

30-391. Recitals. 

30-392. Public Purpose. 

30-393. Authority to Issue Air Pollution Operating Permits and Fees. 

30-394. Regulated Air Pollutants. 

30-395. Air Pollution Filing Permit Fees and Annual Emissions Fees. 

30-396. Rules and Regulations. 

30-397. Emission Levels Reduction. 

30-398. Required Submission of Illinois Annual Air Emission Report. 

30-399. Effective Date. 

Section 30-391. Recitals. The President and the Board of Commissioners of the County 
of Cook find that all of the recitals contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are full, 
true and correct and do incorporate them into this Ordinance by this reference. 
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Section 30-392. Public Purpose. It is hereby found, determined and declared that the 
purpose of this Ordinance is to assist the Board and President in the preservation, 
protection and improvement of the air resources in Cook County so as to promote the 
health, safety, welfare and comfort of its residents. Cook County may take appropriate 
action to regulate air pollution within Cook County and may promote the reduction in 
greenhouse gas emissions from all air pollution source facilities. 

Section 30-393. Regulated Air Pollutants. “Regulated Air Pollutant” means the 
following: 

(a) Nitrogen oxides (NOx) 

(b) Carbon oxides (COx) 

(c) Ammonia (NH3) 

(d) PM (Particulate Matter including PM 10 and PM2.5) 

(e) Sulfur oxides (SOx) 

(f) Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC) 

(g) Lead (Pb) 

(h) Any pollutant for which a national ambient air quality standard has been promulgated. 

Section 30-394. Authority to Issue Air Pollution Operating Permits and Fees. 

The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall issue initial annual air 
pollution operating permits beginning in 2007 and annual air pollution operating permits 
thereafter. 

Section 30-395. Air Pollution Filing Permit Fees and Annual Emissions Fees. 

Any owner of a site which is required by the State of Illinois to have an air pollution 
operating permit shall also obtain a filing permit from the Cook County Department of 
Environmental Control within 30 days of receipt of its state permit and every three years 
thereafter. The owner also must pay annual emissions fees based upon the tonnage of 
pollutants emitted. 

This requirement does not apply to sites permitted by the Illinois Environmental Agency 
solely as (1) retail liquid dispensing facilities that have air pollution control equipment or 
(2) agrichemical facilities with an endorsed permit pursuant to Section 39.4 of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Act. The owner or operator of a portable emission unit, as 
defined in 35 Ill. Adm. Code 201.170 of the Illinois Environmental Protection Act, may 
change the site of any unit previously pennitted without paying an additional fee under 
this Section for each site change, provided that no further change to the permit is 
otherwise necessary or requested. 

Notwithstanding any rules to the contrary, the owner of a permitted site shall remit to the 
Cook County Department of Environmental Control the following filing permit fees, 
payable every three years upon obtaining or renewing a permit, and annual emissions 
fees: 
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(1) A site permitted to emit less than 25 tons per year of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission 
Report (AER), shall pay a filing permit fee of $1,000 plus an annual emissions fee of $5 
per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(2) A site permitted to emit at least 25 tons per year but less than 50 tons per 
year of any combination of regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, 
shall pay a filing permit fee of $1,500 plus an annual emissions fee of $10 per ton of the 
total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(3) A site permitted to emit at least 50 tons but less than 100 tons per year of any 
combination of regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, shall pay a 
filing permit fee of $2,000 plus an annual emissions fee of $15 per ton of the total 
tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(4) A site permitted to emit at least 100 tons per year of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants as reported by its previous year AER, shall pay a filing permit fee 
of $2,500 plus an annual emissions fee of $20 per ton of the total tonnage of any 
combination of regulated air pollutants. 

Section 30-396. Rules and Regulations. 

(a) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall establish 
procedures for the collection of air pollution filing permit and annual emissions fees. 

(b) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control (“Department”) may deny 
an application for the issuance, transfer, or renewal of an air pollution operating permit if 
any air pollution site fee owed by the applicant has not been paid within 60 days of the 
due date, unless the applicant, at the time of application, pays to the Department in 
advance the air pollution site fee for the site that is the subject of the operating permit, 
plus any other air pollution site fees then owed by the applicant. The denial of an air 
pollution operating permit for failure to pay an air pollution site fee shall be subject to 
review by the County Environmental Control Board of Appeals pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 30, Article II, Division 4. Section 30-123 of the Counties Code. 

(c) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner 
or operator of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating 
permit, and as a result avoided the payment of permit fees, the Department may collect 
the avoided permit fees with or without pursuing enforcement. The avoided permit fees 
shall be calculated as double the amount that would have been owed had a permit been 
timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this subsection shall be deposited into the 
Cook County Environmental Management Fund 

(d) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner 
or operator of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating 
permit and as a result avoided the payment of permit fees, an enforcement action may be 
brought. In addition to any other relief that may be obtained as part of this action, the 
Cook County Department of Environmental Control may seek to recover the avoided 
permit fees. The avoided permit fees shall be calculated as double the amount that would 
have been owed had a permit been timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this 
subsection (d) shall be deposited into the Cook County General Fund. 
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(e) If a Permittee subject to a fee under this Section fails to pay the fee within 90 days of 
its due date, or makes the fee payment from an account with insufficient funds to cover 
the amount of the fee payment, the Department shall notify the Permittee of the failure to 
pay the fee. If the Permittee fails to pay the fee within 60 days after such notification, the 
Department may, by written notice, immediately revoke the air pollution operating 
permit. Failure of the Cook County Department of Environmental Control to notify the 
Permittee of failure to pay a fee due under this Section, or the payment of the fee from an 
account with insufficient funds to cover the amount of the fee payment, does not excuse 
or alter the duty of the Pennittee to comply with the provisions of this Section. 

Section 30-397. Emission Levels Reduction. 

Permit Holders for sites where the levels of pollution emissions exceed 100 tons per year 
of cumulative regulated air pollutants shall be required to submit an annual '‘Regulated 
Air Pollutant Emission Reduction Plan” to the Cook County Department of 
Environmental Control for the Department’s approval. Said plan shall detail efforts that 
will be made to decrease the Site’s cumulative regulated pollutant emissions by 10% 
within the term of the air pollution operating permit. 

(a) Annual Regulated Air Pollutant Emission Reduction Plans submitted to the Cook 
County Department of Environmental Control will be verified by reviewing the 
Site/Permitee’s Illinois Annual Air Emission Report (AER). 

(b) Established Regulated Air Pollutant emission reductions exceeding 10% on an annual 
basis will allow a 10% credit reduction of the following year annual air permit fee. 

(c) Failure to reduce Regulated Air Pollutant emissions as indicated in the County 
approved Reduction Plan may result in penalty fees or loss of permit. 

Section 30-398. Required Submission of Illinois Annual Air Emission Report. 

(a) Each Site/Permittee shall be required to submit its Illinois AER to the Cook County 
Department of Environmental Control within 1 month of the submittal of the AER to the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agency. 

(b) Additionally, each Site/Permittee shall be required to submit quarterly reports 
detailing the individual pollution emission levels for its fuel burning devices and 
cumulative values of pollution emissions within the quarterly period. 

Section 30-399. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall take effect within ninety (90) 
days of passage. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to accept the Substitute

“FAIR AND EQUAL COUNTY FOR IMMIGRANTS” 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule power, the County of Cook may exercise any power and perform 
any function relating to its government and affairs including the power to regulate for the protection of 
the public health, safety, morals, and welfare; and 

WHEREAS, to this end, the County of Cook is dedicated to providing all of its residents with fair and 
equal access to the services, opportunities, and protection county government has been established to 
administer; and 

WHEREAS, there are now approximately 12 million undocumented immigrants in the United States, 
including half a million in Illinois and more than 300,000 who live in communities throughout Cook 
County, working full-time jobs, paying taxes, and contributing to Social Security and Medicare; and 

WHEREAS, conditioning the provision of benefits, opportunities, and services on citizenship or 
immigrant status or inquiring about such status in the course of such provision directly contravenes the 
County’s commitment to ensuring fair and equal access for all of its residents; and 

WHEREAS, the enforcement of civil immigration laws has historically been a federal government 
responsibility, a power vested first in the Immigration and Naturalization Service and then in the 
Department of Homeland Security; and 
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WHEREAS, initiatives such as the proposed Federal Clear Law Enforcement for Criminal Alien 
Removal Act, which would require local governments to give their local law enforcement agencies 
express authority to enforce immigration laws, also signals pressure to expend limited local resources on 
traditionally federal functions; and 

WHEREAS, encouraging local governments that are not specifically equipped or trained to implement 
immigration measures is likely to result in inconsistencies and decentralization that undermine instead of 
strengthen these measures; and 

WHEREAS, as a matter of public safety, the protection of an individual’s citizenship and immigrant 
status will engender trust and cooperation between law enforcement officials and immigrant communities 
to aid in crime prevention and solving, including human and drug trafficking, prostitution, domestic 
violence, and even terrorism, and will discourage the threat of immigrant and racial profiling and 
harassment; and 

WHEREAS, according to the National Immigration Law Center, nearly 50 cities and counties throughout 
the U.S. have enacted “Sanctuary Laws”, prohibiting their agencies from inquiring about immigration 
status and unilaterally enforcing immigration law provisions including Cambridge, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
and Seattle and several states, including Alaska, Maine and Oregon; and 

WHEREAS, by means of this Resolution, Cook County joins states, cities, and counties across the nation 
by declaring itself a “Fair and Equal County for Immigrants”, which means that Cook County ensures fair 
and equal access to essential benefits, opportunities, and services by prohibiting Cook County bureaus, 
offices, departments, or employees or other Cook County agencies or ag e nts from inquiring or disclosing 
information about immigration status. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that except as provided below or when otherwise required 
by law, no Cook County bureau, office, department, employee, or other Cook County agency or- a g e n - t 
shall condition the provision of Cook County benefits, opportunities, or services on matters related to 
citizenship or immigrant status; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it shall be the policy of the Cook County Sheriffs Office not to 
assist in the investigation of the citizenship or immigrant status of any person unless such inquiry or 
investigation is (a) integrally related to an investigation by the Cook County Sheriffs Office regarding a 
matter other than the individual’s citizenship or immigrant status, such as criminal smuggling and 
harboring of immigrants, or other crimes that have as an element of the crime the illegality of a person’s 
presence, or (b) as otherwise required by law. The Cook County Sheriffs Office shall not make inquiries 
into immigration status for the sole purpose of determining whether an individual has violated the civil 
immigration laws; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required by law, no Cook County bureau, 
office, department, or employee or other Cook County agency or ag e nt shall disclose information 
regarding the citizenship or immigrant status of any person unless required to do so by law or such 
disclosure has been authorized in writing by the individual to whom such information pertains, or if such 
individual is a minor or is otherwise not legally competent, by such individual’s parent or guardian; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of Health Services (“CCBH”) shall not 
condition the provision of health benefits, opportunities, or services on matters related to citizenship or 
immigrant status, but may, in the course of determining eligibility for benefits or seeking reimbursement 
from state, federal, or other third party payers, inquire about immigrant status for the sole purpose of such 
a determination or receipt of reimbursement from said sources and, to such extent as the disclosure of 
such infonnation is related to such a determination or receipt of reimbursement, the provisions of this 
Resolution and any subsequent ordinance do not apply to the CCBH; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required by law, where presentation of an 
Illinois driver's license or identification card is accepted as adequate evidence of identity, presentation of 
a photo identity document issued by the person’s nation of origin, such as a driver’s license, passport, or 
matricula consular (consulate-issued document) shall be accepted and shall not subject the person to a 
higher level of scrutiny or different treatment than if the person had provided an Illinois driver’s license 
or identification card except that this provision does not apply to the completion of the federally mandated 
1-9 forms provided, however, that a request for translation of such document to English shall not be 
deemed a violation of any provision of this Resolution and any subsequent ordinance; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution does not create or form the basis for liability on 
the part of the County, its ag e nt s , or agencies. The exclusive remedy for violation of this Resolution shall 
be through the County’s disciplinary procedures for officers and employees under regulations including, 
but not limited to. County personnel rules, union contracts, civil service commission rules, or any other 
agency rules and/or regulations. Any person alleging a violation of this Resolution shall forward a 
complaint to the Cook County Office of the Inspector General (‘Inspector General’’) who shall process it 
in accordance with the complaint-processing procedures established in the Cook County Code (Vol. I, Ch. 
2, Art. IV, Div. 5, Sec. 2-285); and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any applications, questionnaires and interview forms used in

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer’s extraordinary and distinguished career spanned over five decades and 
was punctuated by countless honors and awards for his myriad contributions to Veterinary Public Health 
and Food Hygiene and Safety. He was awarded the University of Illinois Special Service Award in 2002 
and he held the Chairmanship of the Illinois State Veterinary Medical Association since 2002. Dr. 
Parmer was appointed to the American Veterinary Medical Association Animal Welfare Committee in 
2000;and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer graduated from Auburn University in 1950 with a Doctorate in 
Veterinary Medicine. He entered private practice in Galveston, Texas from 1950 to 1954 where he 
discovered Bartonella in cattle, a first in North America. Dr. Parmer then served as Public Health Officer 
for the United States Air Force Veterinary Corp (in both Base and Staff) from 1954 to 1959 where he 
taught and directed Public Health and Food Hygiene and also directed Occupational Medicine, Facilities 
Sanitation and Communicable Disease Control. Dr. Parmer also developed the United States Air Force 
High Altitude In-Flight Feeding Program; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer held the position of Chief Veterinarian for the City of Chicago and 
Deputy to the Executive Director of the Department of Animal Care and Control from 1973 to 1988. He 
was also a consultant to the Chicago Department of Health in Rabies, Zoonosis and Flygiene matters; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer was loaned from the Department of Animal Care and Control from 1988 
to 1992 at the request of Mayor Harold Washington to direct “The Disease Outbreak Control Center”, 
which he co-developed. Under the direction of Dr. Parmer, the center became one of the best food 
protection groups in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer’s extensive expertise led to his election in 1990 to the American 
Veterinary Medical Association Safety Committee where he served until his death. He was a member of 
the American Veterinary Medical Association Council on Veterinary Public Health and Regulatory 
Medicine from 1993 to 1997. Dr. Parmer was a strong advocate for Food Safety involving the consumer 
and was a huge proponent of the Farm to the Fork Policy of Food and Dairy Protection; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer admirably served the citizens of Cook County and its animal population 
since 1998 as the Administrator for the Cook County Animal and Rabies Control Department. He was a 
member of the National Animal Control Association, the Society of Animal Welfare Administrators and 
the American Association of Animal Welfare Veterinarians; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer was honored on December 4, 2006 when he received the Anti-Cruelty 
Society's Rose Fay Thomas Special Recognition Award for his tireless dedication to animal welfare and 
the advancement of humane education.

ON PROPOSED MEDICAID RULES 

WHEREAS, the United States Department of Health and Human Services (HHS), and Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS) has issued rules to restrict Medicaid payments to public 
providers and to disallow Medicaid payments for Graduate Medical Education (the “Proposed Medicaid 
Rules"), thus reducing the amount of money that will flow through the Medicaid system to health care 
providers across the country; and 
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WHEREAS, the United States Congress is on record in opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, United States Senator Richard J. Durbin took a leadership role by introducing an 
amendment to Public Law 110-28 “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability Act, 
2007’’ (the “Durbin Amendment”), with such amendment serving to place a one-year moratorium on the 
Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, with the active support of the Illinois Congressional Delegation, the Durbin Amendment 
was included in Public Law 1 10-28 “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability 
Act, 2007” and signed into law by President Bush; and 

WHEREAS, the one-year moratorium expires on May 25, 2008, one year from the date of enactment, 
and HHS has indicated that it plans to implement the Proposed Medicaid Rules at that point; and

WHEREAS, Cook County’s Bureau of Health Services is the largest non-university based residency 
program in the United States with a 100% Board-certification rate in 2006; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s Bureau of Health Services is the largest provider of medical care to the 
uninsured, under-insured and Medicaid populations in the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, Stroger, Provident and Oak Forest Hospitals of Cook County and the 13 outpatient clinics 
(Cook County Bureau of Health Services) remain the safety net of public health in northeastern Illinois; 
and 
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WHEREAS, last year, the Cook County Bureau of Health Services provided: 30,000 in-patient hospital 
admissions; 250,000 emergency room visits; and 750,000 clinic visits, more patients than the University 
of Chicago, Northwestern, the University of Illinois, Mount Sinai and Illinois Masonic Hospitals 
combined; and 

WHEREAS, in 2006, Stroger, Provident and Oak Forest Hospitals of Cook County filled over 4.3 
million prescriptions for its patients; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s Bureau of Health Services is one of the largest providers of cancer care in 
Illinois and the survival rate for breast, colon and lung cancers treated at our hospitals exceeds the 
national survival rates; and 

WHEREAS, Stroger, Provident and Oak Forest Hospitals of Cook County are responsible for over 
40,000 diabetic patients who have documented improvement in clinical outcomes; and

other hospital in Cook County; and

care to those without health insurance in the State of Illinois and $10 million in grant funds to Oak Forest 
Hospital of Cook County weakens the care that Cook County residents are able to receive at Stroger, 
Provident and Oak Forest Hospitals of Cook County.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we urge the Honorable Members of the Illinois General Assembly 
to override the vetoes of Illinois Governor Rod Blagojevich to restore the $40 million reduction in 
Medicaid funds and the $10 million reduction in the grant to Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County to 
assist Cook County in achieving its mission to provide health care to the needy; and
